ZINO N giving this Hiftory to the Pub- 

pay lick I have had more regard to the 
Dignity of the Subject, than the 
yO) Manner of treating it. It includes 

a Reign, upon which all Europe 
was Jong intent, notwithfianding the Diverfity 
of Objects that might well have deferved a 
Share in its Attention. -It treats of a Throne 
obtained by Policy and immenfe Profufions, 
held feveral Years by Perfeverance and un- 
wearied Application, notwithftanding the ui- 
moft Efforts of Sedition and the Spirit of 
Party, loft to Revenge, refiored by Affection, 
and poffeffed in Confequence thro an alternate 
Succeffion of Complaints and Applaufes. This 
would require one of thofe Pens, for which 
the Publick referves its utmof Favour and 
Approbation, and Mine is very far from be- 
ing of that Number. The E:mployments and 
Occafions 
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The ‘Author’s Preface. 
Octafions which have obliged me to vift moft 
of the Courts of Europe, have left me very 
little letfure to exercife my felf in Writing. 
But T have at leaft the Advantage in return, 
of having feen with my own Eyes, and of 
knowing from my felf or from Perfons well 
informed, the greateft Part of the Facts I 


Felate. 


Many Perfons would here take Occafion to 
mortify the Publick with an unnecefjary Re- 
cital of their own Adventures, and to intro- 
duce a tedious Detail of JSuperfluous Perfo- 
nalities: But I am too fenfible of the Ridi- 
cule of Juch Behaviour to fall into it myjelf, 
Tr does not at all concern the Publick, ta 
know thofe Circumftances of my Life, which 
have Juppiy d me with the Rnowledge-necefary 
to thé writing of this Hiftory: For, befides 
that, T cannot enter into Accounts of my 
Self without Indifcretion, Juch Narratives 
would be of no Gonfequence at all ta the uns 
derftanding of the Events F treat, 


The Reader muft not expect? to find in my 
Work @ Journal of Auguftus’s Amours, 
That Prince, the’ moff Gallant of his Time, 
might fupply fufficient matter of that kind for 
Volumes; but IL muff obferve that it is not 
the King of Poland's Life. which T ad

What I propofe is to give a juft Idea of what 
he did as King of Poland . from Sobieski’s ta 
his own Death. I leave to Juch as pleafe ta 
uje them, a thoufand little Stories -which 
do not enter iuto my Plan, and which m 
Profeffiion does not admit me to defcribe,.and have

Mr. Voltaire has wrote a Poem in V. erfe, 
upon the Civil Wars of France.zz the Time of 
Henry IV. and feems Sond of making another 
2n Profe upon the King of Sweden’s Wars. Con- 
‘umced that. a Book, with fo celebrated a Name 
tott as bis, could not Jacl of being well received, 
Le has not been at much trouble in examining bis 
Materials, 
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Materials, but has taken them in grofs, ran o- 
ver them lightly; and mingling the whole with 
a Rapidity of Stile and Images, that engage 
the Reader's Attention, be fearce regards whe- 
ther bis Deferiptions of Towns, Sieges and Bat- 
tles, aretrue or not. He contents bimfelf with 
the Probable, and ventures the Correction of a 
Multitude of Witneffes fiill living, or whofe 
Memoirs are publick. 


The Siege of Riga zm 1700 is an Inftanceto 
jufify what I fay. According to the Poetical 
Hijftorian, the Place was befieged in form, the 
Attacks were pufbed with vigour, and the De- 
fence of the Befieged was warm and obftinate. 
“© The King of Poland, Jays Mr. Voltaire, be- 
& fieged the Place in perfon ...... Count Flem- 
«ming Ance Minifter of Poland, a great Man 
«both in the Camp and Cabinet, and the Sieur 
& Patkul prefed the Siege in the King’s Pre-

«of Revenge. But notwithftanding the feveral 
c` Advantages which the Befiegers had gained, 
& zhe old Count Alberg’s Experience frifirated

What Diference there is between this Ac- 
count and all others, which agree: in Jaying,

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that the King and his Generals prefed the Ina 
habitants more by Promifes and Threats, than by 
vigorous Attacks; that “till the 28th of Auguft 
the Time paffed in Preparations; that the 6th 
of September they. began to throw Bombs into 
the Place, but rather with intent to frighten 
than. do damage to the Befieged; that the fame 
thing had been done a few Days before upon 
making trial of the Mortars; and that the 
red hot Balls fhot into the Town two Days af- 
ter, were to as little effect as the Bombs? There 
zs not the leaft Foundation in this for the Idea 
Mr. Voltaire would give us of the Activity and 
Obftinacy of the Generals, Befides which, far 
from finding feveral Advantages gained dy the 
Befiegers, upon a nearer Examination we fhall 
objerve, that the fire of the Artillery from the 
Town, which was not inferior to that of the 
Saxon Army, ought to have done more da- 
mage. tothe Befiegers, than they did ta the

Speaking of Steinbock, were in the Suburbs with 
Lorch in hand. A weak wooden Gate with a 
Foffé already filled up, were the only Defence of 
Altena. In hearing him fpeak of Suburbs, 
might not one conceive Altena a confiderable 
City, with Suburbs at leaff to its whereas in 
reality Altena is it Jelf no more than a Suburb 
without the Gate of the City of Hamburgh; 
and when he mentions a Gate and Foffé, might 
it not be imagined, that he Speaks of a fortified 
Lown?

Probability that gives Life and Spirit to his 
Narration. It was for want of entering into 

this way of thinking, that an illufirious Ses 
nator 
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ator of Sweden /poke of Mr. Voltairè with 
Hae a Sie He confidered ts Book 
only as-an Elifiory, whereas had he, taken. it 
as a Poem, he could not have denied bim-due 
Praife. 


As T am fenfible it is not in my. Power ta 
make my Readers the fame amends in point 
of Style, T have kept the clofer to Hiftorical 
Truth , and have omitted nothing that might 
conduce to that Effect. Full of Refpect and 
Admiration for the Virtue of every Country, 
L have not been prejudiced in favour of any 
Nation; and if I have drawn Jome Perfons 
zn colours not to their Advantage, their Con= 
duét, which it was my duty not to difguife, 
was bad and irregular, I have had no refpect 
to Perjons, and the Primate Radziewski, tho’ 
Archbifhop of Gnelna and a Gardinal, is as 
little flatter’'d in my Book, as the Seculars 
and Men of the Sword. On the contrary bis 
double Dealing and the Spirit of Treafon, 
which animates that Prelate during the Trou- 
bles of bis Country, Jeem to me a monftrous 
Character, and infinitely more unpardonable 
in an Ecclefiaftick than the turbulent. and 
; o teS Difpofition of Jome of the. Gran-

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This Hiftory is contained in four Books, of 
which each concludes naturally with fome 
confiderable Event, as the double Election of the 
zwo Competitors for the Crown of Poland;

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z URO P E had long been harraffed Generalsi- 
| withanalmoftuniverfal War. The Fripe sg 
Turk, whofe Conquefts had open- the Reign 
ed him a Pafflage thro’ all Auftria of Sotieki. 
to the Gates of it’s Capital, had feen his for- 


B midable 


thit Monarch. 
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midable Army under the Walls of Vienna 
overthrown and difperfed. Seized in his Turn 
with the Terrors, into which he had thrown 
all Germany, and reduced to fly before the 
Troops he had defpifed a few Days before, 
he thought himielf happy in having brought 
off the Ruins of his Army to his ancient 
Frontier. 

Lewis the Fourteenth, whom a Train of 
uninterrupted Succeffes had made the Ter- 
ror of his Neighbours, had confented to fuf- 
pend by a Truce the’ antient Quarrel be- 
tween his own, and the Houfe of Aufria, 
and, to ufe the Language of thofe Times, 
* the Sun had ftopped his Courfe that ‘Yo/hua 
mighthave Time to conquer the Canaanites: 
But being {fatisfied with the Meafures he 
had taken with the Emperor in that dange- 
rous and difficult Conjuncture, he did not 
think it proper to continue him thofe Suc- 
cours which were become lefs neceflary, 
and which he forefaw he fhould have Oc- 
cafion to make Ufe of himfelf, in the Exe- 
cution of the Changes he meditated at home. 

The Revolution in England, and the fa- 
mous Treaty of 4ufburgh, had given Rea- 
fon to the greateft Part of Europeto enter into 
Engagments againft France; and that Crown 
had to fupport it felf at the fame Tite a- 
gaint the Emperor and the whole Empire,

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Spain, England, Holland, Savoy, and other 


confederate Powers. 

The. Party taken by the Emperor in this 
War was the moft advantagious to the Of- 
toman Intereft the Divan could defire. It 
occafioned a Diverfion, that gave the Turks 
Time to take Breath; and they no longer 
apprehended an Enemy, who, inftead of 
augmenting his Troops and drawing them 
all together for the entire Conqueft of Hun- 
gary, laid himfelf under the Neceffity of 
employing them elfewhere. 

It is trué there was an Alliance fubfift- League be- 
ing between the Emperor, the King of Po- Emperor, 
land, and the Venetians; but as the Empe- Po/andand 
ror had reduced himfelf to the Defenfive , it ie 
the Venetians were in no Condition to at 7yr. 
offenfively alone; and Leopold by an unac- 
countable Policy had deprived himfelf of 
the King of Poland's Affiftance. That He- 
ro, whofe Valour and great Abilities the 
Turks had before fufficiently. experienced, 
had a great Share in the Glory of the Cam- 
paign, which drove them out of the Em- 
pire; and Aufirza could not deny without 
Ingratitude it’s. being indebted for the Pre- 
fervation of it’s Capital to Sobiefki. 

This Monarch was however not treated The Em- 
by the Emperor with all the Gratitude his?s"s

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nial, and piqued himfelf unfeafonably upon 
making a Prince fenfible of his Superiority, 
who had juft before recovered him Vienna, 
Aufiria, and Hungary, and who for no o- 
ther Reward than the Glory of-relieving an 
Ally, ‘had left his own Dominions, and 
come to preferve him from the common 
Enemy. 

The Emperor, when he faw his Affairs 
on that Side were fo re-eftablifhed, that 
he could {pare the King of Poland, was bet- 
ter pleafed to difguft, and by that Means in- 
duce him to retire, than to multiply Obli- 
gations at his own Expence. The wretch- 
ed Winter Quarters, affigned the Poles, 
were fufficiently expreflive of his Sentiments 
in regard to them. Thus the Generofity 
of Sobiefei in flying to the Relief of Vienna, 
the Prodigies of his Valour, admired even 
by the Turks, and the Dangers to which he 
expofed his Perfon in the Battle of Barca, 
had no other Return than the Coldnefs of 
a Court, from which he deferved the high- 
eft Gratitude and Acknowledgment. 

This Coldnefs of Behaviour was not all; 


„they carried it fo far as to do him ill Of- 


fices. Sobiefei had defired one of the Arch- 
ducheffes for Prince ames his eldeft Son: 
His Propofal was rejected, and, to add to the 
Refufal, Meafures were taken to prevent the 
young Prince from efpoufing the Princefs 
of Radzivil The immenfe Fortunes in 
her 
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her Poffeffion feemed to the Emprefs a fuf- 
ficient Motive for traverfing that Alliance. 
The Imperial Minifter managed fo well, 
that the Princefs was married to Prince 
Charles of Neuburgh, the Emprefies Bro- 
ther, notwithftanding her prior Engage- 
ment to the Prince of Poland, to whom, 
for the Security of her Promife, the had by 
Writing in Form refigned her Eftate, in 
cafe fhe fhould fail to perform it. 

In vain would the King have put this 
Writing in Execution. Thro’ the Intrigues 
of the Imperial Minifters, the Diet of Grod- 
nocame to nothing; and all the others which 
he affembled during his Life had no better 
Succefg, The Court of Krenna thought 
themfelves fufficiently acquitted in marry- 
ing a Princefs of the Houle of Neuburgh 
to Prince James; an Alliance fo well re- 
commended, and fo affecting to the Queen, 
that {he {pared no Expence however confi- 
derable to promote it. 

Thefe were not the only Difficulties the Mifender- 
King had tofurmount. He could not fee 2e 
without Grief Kaminick, the only Fortrefs the K.ng 
the Poles had on that Side, fubjeéted tod hi 
the Turks, and with it Podolia, one of the es 
moft fertile Provinces of the Kingdom. He 
had promifed himfelf not. only to regain 
them, but all the Republick had loft under 
the Kings, his Predeceflors.. This the De- 
ftiny of Poland would:not admit. They 

B3 were 
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were not now the fame Poles who had fol- 
lowed him thro’ Dangers with fo much 
Ardour, when he was only Grand Marthal 
or General of the Crown. They feemed 
to have forgot their Victories under his Con- 
duct, and betray an Indolence fit: only to 
difconcert his Projects. 

Even in his own Family fprung up two 
Enemies not a little formidable, as they were 
both Men of Capacity, and in Employments 

that gave them the greateft Authority. 
deter Oy One of them, Wielopolfki, was Grand 
fi. Chancellor of the Crown, and the Queen’s 
Brother-in-Law. He had framed a Con- 
{piracy, and by the Number and Quality 
of his Affociates in the Project, was capa- 
ble of occafioning great Revolutions in the 
State; but a Diftemper, which in a few 
Days proved mortal, difconcerted his Scheme, 
and delivered the Court from that Danger. 
As foon as he perceived an Intrigue, of which 
himfelf was the Soul, was upon the Point of 
falling tothe Ground by his Death,he burnt all 
the Letters ofthe Confpirators, to prevent the 
King’s Knowledge of their pernicious Defign. 
Condu&of The other was Radziewfki, the King’s 
Cardinal near Relation, whom he had ‘raifed to the 
“i. Dignity of Archbifhop of Grena. That 
| high Station, to which the Primacy of Po- 
land is annexed, did not make fo great an 
Impreffion upon him, as the King’s Refu- 
fal to procure him the firft Cardinal’s Hat 
in 
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in his Nomination. Sodie/Ri had beftowed it 
upon the Bifhop of Mar/eilles, who had not a 
little contributed to his Election. The -Pope 
afterwards ofhisown Accord granted him the 
Purple. This ungrateful Prelate made no other 
Return forthefe Honours, than to apply them 
perpetually in Oppofition to the Meafures, 
which the King his Benefactor thought fit to 
take for the Eftablifhment of his Family. 
Ingratitude feemed infeparable from So- “mliton 
biefki’s Favour and Services. The Sapiebas hpn ee 
were in a great meafure indebted to him for 
the Dignities they enjoyed in Poland. He 
had brought them out of the Duchy of 
Lithuania, where, notwithftanding their 
great Riches, they lived in obfcurity, com- 
paratively to the Condition in which ‘he 
found Means to place them by his Cre- 
dit. He did indeed make Ufe of them to 
counterpoife the Power of the Patz, whofe 
Party were no way favourable to him: And 
that Motive the Safiehas conceived equiva- 
lent to all he had done for them; fo that 
believing themfelves under no Obligation, 
they took upon them tooppofe him in every 
thing: At the Diet of Grodno mentioned 
before, they entered into a Treaty with the 
imperial Minifters, and diffolved it. Prince 
Fames was prefent at that Meeting, in Hopes 
of being admitted to accompany his Father 
under the Canopy, and feat himfelf by his 
Side: At which the Sapiebas took Umbrage, 
B4 apprehen- 
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apprehenfive left the Nation, accuftomed 
to fee that Prince fo near the Throne, fhould 
refolve to place him upon it after the King’s 
Death. Which, Apprehenfion. made. a 
ftronger Impreflion upon them as their own 
Views of it were not very remote. They 
flattered themfelves either to fecure the 
Crown, or at leaft to difmember the Du- 
chy of Lithuania for themfelves; which 
Duchy they already governed almoft as 
Sovereigns. Senfible the King could do no- 
thing without Diets, they always found 
Means to introduce fuch Incidents, as ren- 
dered their Meeting ineffectual. Their 
Quarrel with the Bifhop of Wilna occafi- 
oned no common Diforders. 

Quarrel of Sapieha, General of the Troops of Li- 

Sapiche nd thuania, had quartered a Garrifon upon the 

the Bifhop To > 

of Wilna. Lands of that Bifhop, who complained ex- 
ceedingly of fo great a Violation of his Im- 
munities. That Prelate after feveral ufelefs 
Endeavours excommunicated the General, 
who got himfelf abfolved by Radziew/fki. 
This Affair divided the whole Kingdom, 
and was a Pretext for diffolving the Diets, 
The fatal Divifion continued during all the 
Reign of Sobiefki. 

Sobiefi The King, offended to find fuch Diff- 

difguted dence and Coldnefs in a Nation, whofe Glo- 

ee “ry was his only Aim, and piqued with the 

kind of repeated Oppofition of the Perfons he had 

Life. loaded with his Favours, at length made a 


Refolu- 


under AucustTus I. 
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Refolution conformable to his Age, the State 
of his Health, and the Intereft of his Iffue. 
From a Prince, liberal to Prodigality when 
only a private Perfon, he entirely changed 
his Conduct, and correéted: his former Ex- 
cefs by falling into the contrary Extreme. 
ACourt always refident inene Place could 
not avoid abundance of Expences to fup- 
port its Grandeur. The King and Queen 
led an itinerant kind of Life, and never aps 
peared in the Capital, but when the Sea- 
fon, or fome indifpenfable Occafion confin- 
ed themthere.. The Po//b Court was fome- 
times feen in one Province, fometimes in 
another, vifiting the King’s Lands either in 
Ruffia, the Ukraine, or elfewhere, and by that 
Means faving all, that Pomp and Luxury 
would have confumed at Warfaw. The 
King expended little, and nothing without 
Reluctance... From Profufion he fell to Oe- 
conomy, and from Oeconomy to Avarice, 
which Alteration has the Apology of being 
lefs the Effect of his Will than his Policy. 
The Queen had made this Frugality ne+ 
ceflary, by the great Expences fhe had been o 


at in promoting the Alliances, which ap-my. 


proached her Children to the Points fhe had 
in View. Befides the great Sums of Money 
fhe had facrificed to the Marriage of her Son 
Prince Fames with the Prince of Neubourgh, 
and to that of her Daughter with the Ple- 
ctor of Bavaria; fhe had perfectly experi- 
enced 
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experienced the Force of Money, during an 
Interregnum, in determining the Parties 
that difpofe of the Ele@tion; and fhe was 
far from being willing her Children fhould 
lofe a Throne, for want of what was ne- 
ceflary to aflure them a Number of Voices. 
At all Events fhe thought a rich and weigh- 
ty Patrimony would be a Confolation to them, 


- 1f they fhould not fucceed their Father ; and 
it muft be allowed, if Riches could do ir, 


fhe gave them Reafon enough to be con- 
tented without a Crown. 

The Age and Infirmities of the King were 
another Motive with her for haftening her 
Difpofitions. As he rofe to the Throne by 
a Gradation of Dignities, that infentibly ap- 
proached him to it, his Reign did nor be- 
gin till the fiftieth Year of his Age. The 
Fatigues of War had added very much to 
his bodily Infirmities ; a Bloating which was 
turned into a Dropfy leftno Room to expect 
hecould live much longer. He did not how- 
ever dye of that Diftemper. It feemed to 
give way to the Medicines he made ufe of, 
and it was generally believed he was better 
in Health, when a Fir of the Apoplexy on 
the 17% June 1696, overthrew that Opi- 
nion. By Degrees he came to himéelf, as 
if from Slumber, when he was informed of 
his Danger. He then defired to take the 
Sacraments of the Church, which he receiv- 
ed with great Prefence of Mind; he em- 


braced 
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braced his Children, recommended them to 
his Friends, received again the laft Abfolu- y, Deak 


tion, prefently after which his Fit returned, +,,, 
and he expired at nine the fame Evening. 1696. 
Thus ended the Reign of one of the great- Hi, Praife. 


eft Heroes Poland ever produced. He was 
born 1624, and made Grand Marthall of 
the Crown 1665. Two Years after which 


he rofe to the Dignity of Great General of | 


the Kingdom. To thefe Honours were add- 
ed Grand Mafter of the Houfhould, Pala- 
tine of Cracow, &c. Poland at that Time 
thought it impofhble to reward an Officer 
fufficiently, who had delivered it from the 
infamous Tribute, which the weak Michael 
Koribut, who then reigned, had confent- 
ed to pay the Turks. Sobiefei avenged his 
Country by the Victory of Cochin. He had 
before recovered for the Republick fixty 
Towns in the Ukraine where: the Coffacks 
had rofe in Arms. A long Series of Viéto- 
ries or Conquefts fhortened the Interval be- 
tween them and the Throne; and even af- 
ter he was aflured of it, by his: Eleétion 
May 10,1674, that he might deferve the 
Crown by new Services, he delayed fifteen 
Months the Ceremony of his Coronation, 
to juftify ftill better the Choice of the Re- 
publick. That Interval he applied in attain- 
ing fuch Advantages from the Turks as re- 
duced them to folicite a Peace. It was con- 
cluded at Zurowna 1675, and continued till 

3 Spring 
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Spring 1683. That Year, fo glorious to this

him a new Career; the paft was the Ear- 
neft of the future, and the Emperor and the 
Poles might have affured themfelves of a 
long Series of Triumphs, had not the Jea- 
loufy of the one, and the Divifions of the 
others been invincible Obftacles to their Pro- 
grels. When difgufted in Germany he would 
have confined himfelf to the Interefts of Po- 
land, his Generals complained, that his Pre- 
fence laid them under too much reftraint, 
and left them no Opportunity of fignalifing 
themfelves ; and after his having complyed 
with their Inclinations, when the great Faults 
they committed obliged him to refume 
the Command of his Army, they feconded 
him fo ill, that they put it entirely out of his 
Power to do any Thing of great Impor- 
tance. 

Sobiefki was to Poland what Ve/pafian was 
to the Reman Empire; each of them rofe 
by the fame Degrees and the fame. Virtues 
from the Command of Armies to fovereign 
Authority; and both are reproached with 
the fame Failings; to finith the Parallel, 
Sobiefei did not leave the Scepter to his Son. 
Poland had perhaps gained a Titus thereby, 
but the Cuftoms of the Kingdom would not 
admit it, and tho’ the Poles {hould have 
inclined to take one of his Family for the 
King’s Succeffor, their Choice could not 

have 
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have ‘been confirmed without great Diffi- 1696- 
culties. ‘They looked upon the eldeft as the 

Son of the Grand Marfhall only, and gave 

the Quality of Prince Royal to the Prince 

born after his Father’s Election. 

Their Mother was not without her Hopes, Divifion of 
till the Election undeceived her, The im- bis Eftate. 
menfe Treafures in the King’s Coffers were 
divided: equally between her felf and the 
three Princes her Sons, and the. Partition 
made with very good Order and Union; on- 
ly three Rings and as many Watches fet 
with Diamonds ‘were miffing; . and, that 
Lofs, tho’-computed. at an hundred thou- 
fand Crowns, did not feem. confiderable 
enough to occafion much Enquiry. The 
Divifion of the Lands of the Royal Family 
took up more Time, but was conducted 
with the fame Concord and. Unity. 

The Primate Radziew/kt was in the Coun-2 
try when an Exprefs brought him: News of» the: 
the King’s’ Death; upon’ which he went ae 
immediately to: Warfaw, where he made a ~, ,, 
magnificent Entry. All the Senators thenin” ” 
that City, with all the great Officers of the 
Crown, came out to receive him, and to add 
to his Train. : In Quality of Archbifhop of 
Gnefna and. Primate of Poland, the Regen- 
cy of the Kingdom, during the Interregnum, 
vefted in him, and in the fame Right the 
Royal Authority, till the Coronation of the 
Succeflor. Upon his Arriyal he repair’d to 

the 
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Sg the King’s Apartment to view the Body, 


and after his T and having placed a 
Crown fet with Jewels at the Feet of the 
Bed, he gave the neceffary Orders for call- 
ing the Provincial Diets, that prepare the 
general Diet. An Affembly of the Bifhops, 
Senators, and the great Generals of Poland 
and Lithuania concluded: with the Primate 
to fend Circular Letters into the Provinces 
to fignify the Interregnum, and give them 
Notice to prepare all Things for the Diet; 
to difpatch Couriers to all the Courts of Eu- 
rope to notify the King’s Death; to rein- 
force the Garrifons upon the Frontiers, and 
to affign them pay out of the Revenues of 
the Crown; to provide for the Security of 
Fort- Trinity and the other Conquefts in Mol- 
davia. The Precaution in regard to the 
Fort was the more neceflary, becaufe as it 
lay very neat Kaminieck, into which the 
Turks had lately thrown a great Convoy, it 
was to be feared they would take the Ad- 

vantage of this Conjuncture to feize alfo up- 
on that Place. 

The Reader will excufe me for interrupt- 
ing a little the Thread of this Hiftory to 
make fome Obfervations effential to the 
right underftanding of it. For the few, 
who have no Occafion for fach Explicati- 
ons, there are great Numbers who do not

The Senate is compofed of the Bifhops, The Se- 
the Palatines, the Caftellans, and the ten™'* 
great Officers. 

The Bithops have the firft Rank, and are The Bi- 
fixteen in Number, of whom Kzow and Smo- bop. 
lenfeo are only titular, fince thofe Cities have 
been disjoined from Poland in Favour of 
Mufcovy. Upon a Vacancy of thefe Titles, 
there are feldom wanting Ecclefiafticks e- 
nough to follicite for them, as they give the 
Title and Rank of Senators. The Archbi- 
fhop of Gnefna is always the firit Perfon of 
the Senate, and Head and Regent of the 
Kingdom in the Interregnum. — By his Au- 
thority he can coin Money, and iffue his u- 
niverfal or-circular Letters to all the Orders 
of the Republick, for their holding inferior 
Diets; and he can appoint the Time for 
the Meeting of the General Diet. He alfo 
proclaims the King upon his being elected. 
The Poles conceived a Prelate the fitteft to 
be trufted with fo great an Authority, ap-

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prehenfive if a fecular Perfon fhould have it, 
he might abufe it to fet the Crown upon his 
own Head. The Archbifhop of Leopol or 
Lemberg is next in Rank. 

The Palatines of Poland are what the 
French call Senechaux or Grand Baillies 
(chief Magiftrates of a certain Diftritt.) 
Each of them in the Army commands the 
Troops of his Palatinate, prefides in the Af- 
íemblies of the Nobility of the Province, and 
acts juridically in many other Refpećts. Un- 
der him is a Vice Palatine. The Thirty 
two Palatines of Poland and Lithuania are 
the firft Secular Senators, and tho’ general- 
ly {peaking the Caftellans and. Starofts are 
of an inferior Rank to the Palatines, there 
is, an Exception in Favour of three of the 
Caftellans and one Staroft, who- have the 
peculiar Privilege of honourable Places a- 
mong the Secular Senators of the firft Or- 


der. The Caftellan of Cracow is firt Se- 


nator, the fecond and third are the Palatines 
of Cracow and Pofnania alternately. The 
reft rank in the following Manner. The 
Palatines of Vilna and Saudomir, the Caftel- 
lan of Vilna, the Palatines of Kah/ch, of 
Troki and Siradie,~ the Caftellan of Troki, 
the Palatine of Lencicia, the Staroft of Sa- 
mogitia, the Palatines of Brze/cia in High 
Poland, of Kiow, Inowladiflaw, Ruffia, High 
Volbima, High Podolia, Smolenfko, Lublin, 
Lofk, Belezt, Novogrodeck, Plofko, Vitepfe,

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Mazovia; Podlachia, Rava, Brzeftia in. 1696. 
Lithuania, Chelm, Meiflaw, Marienburgh, AYY 
Barklow,' Pomerania, Minfki and. Czernikow. 
‘Some of thefe Palatines are only titular, their 
Palatinates being now under other: States: 
Kiow, Smolenfko and Czernikow are of this 
Number. 

The Caftellans are next itnmediately to The Ca- 
the Palatines, and are of two Kinds, Great ‘tellans. 
and Little. The Great are Thirty two in 
Number, the other limited to Forty nine. 

Each of them is a Senator, the Palatine’s 
Lieutenant, and chief of the Nobility. in 
their refpective Diftri&t. 

The Ten principal Officers of the Crown The ten 
are the. Grand Marfhall, the Chancellor,o°"* -a 
the Vice-Chancellor, the Treafurer and the 
leffer Marfhall of the Court; which Off- 
ces are double,-the.Kingdom of Poland and 
the Dutchy of Lithuania having each a 
Grand Marfhall, Chancellor, and the other 
great Officers of State. 

The Nobility of no Country in the World Tales 
have carried their Prerogative to fúch an%4No:ii- 
height. None but themfelves are qualified ty. 
for Offices, or can poffefs Eftates either in 
the Kingdom or the Dutchy. The Peafants 
are all Slaves, and the Burghers, confidered 
as low Artifans, or at leaft as Merchants, 
can hold only a few Houfes in the City, or 
a little Patch of Land within a League of 
it.

On the other. Hand the Preparations of the 
Turks and Tartars kept them in perpetual 
Alarm. Nor was Mu/écvy without Views 
of improving the Opportunity, which their 
Difficulties made fo favourable, and feemed 
inclined to break with Poland. The Re- 
fident delivered ina Letter to the Senate, in 
which the Czar demanded, that the King surprizing 
to be elected and the Republick fhould Demands 
erform all Alliances made with Ruffia, and the 
that the King fhould not continue to take ee 
any Titles from the Provinces of Smolenjko, 
Kiow, and Czernikow, becaufe, added he, 
thofe Provinces had been given up to Mu/- 
covy by ancient Treaties.- Upon the whole 
the Czar’s' Demands did not give the Re- 
publick much Pain. He was too much 
embarrafled with the Turks and Lartars to 
8 undertake 
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undertake any Thing againft Poland. So 
that the Senate made no Scruple to return 
for Anfwer, that when the King fhould be 
elected, he might confult with the Repub- 
lick, whether it was more expedient to fa- 
tisfy the Czar $ Demands, or to regain by 
Force of Arms the- Provinces, of which 
that Prince had: poffeffed himfelf, 

The confederate Army gave the Repub- 
lick much’ greater Trouble than the Czar’s 
Demands. -Baranowfki’s Deputies infifted 
upon ten Years Arrears for thirty thoufand 
Men, and threaten’d Military Execution 
if not immediately fatisfied. It was univer- 
fally admitted, that the Army ought to be 
paid, but no Body would contribute to the 
Money. -There was.no-having Recourfe to 
the publick Treafure, that was exhauited 
by the Practices of thofe, who had been in 
the Management of the Revenue. In this 
Emergency fome People, who did not relith 
the preceding Reign, propofed that Re- 
courfe fhould be had to the Sums amafled 
by the late King. They urged, that as 
thofe Treafures had been collected from the 
State, it was highly confiftent they fhould 
be applied to its Occafions.

The fecond Courier arrived at the Court ist righs.

Upon thefe’ Conditions, 
that Prince engaged, not to be crowned by 
the Bifhop of Cujavia, to date his EleCtion 
only from the Day it fhould be confirmed

The Anfwer of the oppofite Party to 
thefe Offers, did nor imply their being much 
difcouraged. The 15th of Augu/? the Cardi- 
nal Primate. delivered in Writing, to the 
Minifter of that Prince, his’ Anfwer to the 
feveral Propofitions which had been made. 
He therein declared as well in his own, as 
the Names of the Lords, who {upported the 
Prince of Confz’s EleGtion, that the Oppofi- 
tion to the. Elector of Saxony’s Nomination, 
did not refult from any Averfion to his per- 
fon, that they. paid due Refpect to his Birth, 
and other great Qualities, but that it was 
founded in their Zeal for the Roman Catho- 
lick Religion, for which, as well asin Defence 
of their Liberty, they were ready to fhed their 
Blood, whilft the contrary: Party daily omit- 
ted Nothing, that might fubyvert the Laws 
of the Kingdom. In another Place he re- 
prefented, that the fundamental Laws of the

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thofe Deputies arrived at Tarnowitz, to the 
Number of fixty, with a Train of feveral 
thoufand Horfe. They there found the E- 
leétor whom three of the principal Depu- 
ties harangued, one in the Name of Poland, 
another for Lithuania, and the third for 
the Nobility. 

The Deputies after having been admitted 
to kifs the Eleétor’s Hand, were entertained 
at a feparate Fable, whilft he dined at a- 
nother raifed on purpofe, with the Bifhop 
of Pafjaw, the Imperial Embaflador. Tr is 
faid the Palatine of Volbinza, who harangued 
that Prince in the Name of Poland, taking 
Offence at his not being placed at the fame 
Table, began to condemn himfelf for the 
Difcourfe he had made, and believed he had 
drawn that Contempt upon himfelf by Ex- 
prefflions, that implyed Meannefs and Flat- 
tery. And indeed that was every Body’s 
Opinion of his Difcourfe.. It was furprizing 
to hear from the Mouth ofa Poli/h Lord fuch 
Terms, as the Palatine made ufe of. “* Your 
«< Majeity, faid he, has triumphed over the 
Turks, triumph again in the Hearts of the 
“ Poli/b Nation. Let thofe Hands, accuftom- 
** ed to Victory over the Infidels, receive the 
Crown we offer. The People who give 
“ you their Suffrages, give them to a Prince, 
* whom Rome regards as her Defender, and 
“© Chriftendom as it’s Bulwark ; to a Prince,

Cracow. rived at the Gates of that City. Hedid not 

think proper to make his Entry at that Time, 

and ftopped at the Royal Palace of Lobzow, 

fituate in the Suburbs. Francis Lubomir fki 

Staroft of Ol/ztin, who had inhabited there 

fome Time, was obliged to leave the Houfe 

not being ftrong enough to difpute the Pof- 

feffion.

great Chamberlain of the Crown, and Mar- 
fhal of the Diet. He faid, hedefired nothing 

fo much as to fignalize his Zeal for the pub- 
lick Service, that in fo urgent a Danger, if 

all the Nobility would unite, he would do 

his utmoft to fupport their: Meafures, but 
without a Confederacy he could have no Con- 
cern, having taken an Oath to obey the Laws, 
without adhering to any Party, He after- 
wards made great Complaint of the Violences 
committed by the Elector and his Adherents, 
particularly their having feized the Town 
and Caftle of Cracow, an evident Attempt 

as well uponthe Liberty, as the Religion of 
the Republick. 

In this Aflembly were feveral of the E- violence 
leétor’s Party, whofe coming thither, was on- committed 
ly with Defign todiffolve the Diet by proteft- E ae 
ing. As {foon as the Marfhal had finith’d his s.xony’s 
Difcourfe, Danow/ki, Nuncio of Wz//ki more P«r'y- 
refolute than the reft, began to fpeak. He 
afked the meaning of calling the Diet of Po- 
parcia ; as the Nation had proclaimed the E- 
lector of Saxony. He had prepared to en- 
large upon the Océafion, when about fix 
thoufand Gentlemen drew their Sabres. He 
knew the Danger into which he had rafhly 
thrown himfelf, and endeavoured to fave 
himfelf by Flight; but was purfued out of the 
Field of Election, received feveral Wounds, 


and 
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1697- and was left for dead in the Arms of his 
“CY Friends, who had not dared to take his De- 
fence upon themfelves. Danow fri did not 
die of his Wounds, as was given out. He 
recovered, bilo the Ufe of his Limbs, and 
was disfigured in fuch a Manner, as made 
him a Speđtacle of Horror. All who had 
Orders to fupport that Nuncio’s Proteft, were 
terrifyed by this Ufage of him. They were 
afraid fomuch as to whifper their Intention, 
and ftole away at their firft Opportunity. 
The Primate madealfo a Speech, in which 
ppeech. he explained the Reafons that ought to en- 

gage them to fupport the Prince ‘of Conti's 
Election. ° He took Pains to prove, that it 
was conformable to the Laws of the Realm, 
and advantagious to the publick Good, ated 
the Safety of the Kingdom. He afterwards 
ordered that Prince’s Letter to him to be 
read, in which he declared the fole Motive 
of his delaying his Journey, was his not ha- 
ving received any Letter from the Repub- 
lick. The fame Reafon prevented his aflum- 
ing the Title “of King of Poland, oe 
only the Republick had a Right to confer it, 
and‘ of inviting him into a Kingdom, of 
which they had. thought him worthy to be 
the Head. ‘After the Receipt of this News, 
added the Prince, which I attend with the 
utmoft Impatience, your Eminence may be 
affured, I fhal! repair with the utmoft Dili- 
gence to the Place, where my Duty calls 
me, 
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me; and I {ball ufe my: whole:Endeavours 1697.

After this Letter was read, the Diet with Prince of 
unanimous Confent, confirmed the Prince of C” 
Conti’s Election, and promifed to fupport ee 
at the Hazard of their Lives. The 27th 
they came to no Refolution, the 4édbe Pos 
lignac expeGing Difpatches, that did not ar- 
rive. “That Day the Marfhal defired to know 
what An{wer fhould be given to fome Nun- 
cio’s, from the Palatinates of Cracow and 
Sendomir, who defired fafe Condu& for their 
Perfons, apprehenfive of being treated as the 
Nuncio Danowfki had been. Their Reply 
was, that if they came to the Diet for the 
Defence of the Religion, the Laws, and Li- 
berries of the Republick, they would be well . 
teceived;, but if they prefumed tò difturb 
the Affembly with unfeafonable Protefts, they 
might expe to be anfwered in the fame 
Style-with that Nuncio. 

The 28th the Primate, whoobferved their, 
Difpofition fayoured his Defigns, propofed : 
a Rokozs, or -gencral Confederacy:: o He rea 
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on in Danger, if that Prince fhould feize up- 
on the Crown; and on the other he obferved 
the Moderation of the Princesof Conti, who 
was apprehenfive of the leaft Appearance of 
an Attempt upon the national Liberty, of 
which he would not give the leaft Room to 
fufpecét him. He excufed the Prince’s defer- 
ring his Journey, and the Delay of the Re- 
mittances, fometimes infinuating the Inter- 
ception, to which Bills of Exchange were 
liable, and fometimes the Frauds, which the 
Merchants of Dantzick might commit at 
the Queen’s Inftigation. 

The Rokozs was therefore refolved upon, 
for the Defence of Religion and Liberty ; 
each of them engaging his Faith, Honour 
and Confcience to {upport that Confederacy, 
and to fhed the laft Drop of his Blood inthe 
fame Sentiments; and that it fhould not be 
diflolved, till the Republick fhould be reefta- 
blifhed in all its Rights and Privileges. And 
for the better Regulation of Bufinefs, they 
chofe for Marfhal of the Council, Stephen 
de Rycht HumienifRi, Matter of the Houf- 
hold of Podolia, and appointed two Depu- 
ties of each Province for his Council. Bze- 
linfki refigned the Staff of Office to him, re- 
ferving to himfelf the Right of prefenting the 
Diploma, or A& of Election, to the King 
legally chofen, which was granted. 

In Conformity to the Cuftom upon like Oc- 
cafions, they confidered upon appointing 

Deputies 
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Deputies from the Senate, and Nobility, to 1697- 
reprefent to the Elector of Saxony, the Vio- 
Jation of the Rights and Liberties of the Re- 
publick. The Difficulty was to find Per- 
{ons of Refolution enough to execute fo deli- 
cate a Commiffion. ‘The Bifhop of Kirow, 
to remove the Diet’s Perplexity upon this 
Account, offered himfelf to go to Cracow, 
andentreat the Elector in the Name of the 
Rokozs, to retire to his own Country from 
the Lands of the Republick, and not pro- 
ceed to the Coronation, intended by the 
Bifhop of Cujavia, becaufe that Ceremony 
would be concluded of no Effect, as would 
all Statutes, Declarations, andall other Acts 
whatfoever made, fubfifting the Protefts, as 
well before as after the double Election. The 
Prelate began his Journey to execute this 
Commiffion, but upon being apprized, that 
the Eleétor’s Party prepared to treat him in 
the fame Manner, the Prince of Contz’s had 
done Danowfki, he judged it rafh to expofe 
himfelf to fo evident a Danger, and inftead 
of proceeding returned directly.

It was not doubt- 
ed, but the Eleétor upon his Coronation 
would diftribute thofe Offices’ for which 
Reafon they endeavoured to prevent a Cere- 
mony by Force, that had putit into his Power 
to difpofe of them. But if the Prince of 
Conti's Party were active in taking vigorous 
Refolutions, they wanted Ardour to put them 
in Execution. — Befides the Saxon Army was 
at Cracow ; thofe of the Crown and Lithua- 
nia would not move without their Pay, and 
the aflembling the Nobility was difficult for 
the fame Reafon.

Negocia- _ The Pope's Nuncio would have been well 
pon fet o fatisfy’d to have been admitted Arbitrator, But 
~ he had declared himfelf too openly for the 
Elector againft the Prince of Conti, and tho’ 
upon Complaints made of his Behaviour, he 
had been order’d to obferve an exaét Neu- 
trality, there was no Confidence to be repo- 
fed in him upon that Account. It was 
looked upon as much more expedient, to ac- 
cept the Elector of Brandenburgh’s Media- 
tion, which had been neglected for feveral 
Weeks paft. Each Party accordingly ap- 
pointed their Deputies, and the Conferen- 

ces begun. 

Propofals The firft Propofal, made by the French 
ofthe Party, was of the fame Kind with thofe, that 
Party. had 
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had occafioned the breaking up of the firt, 
Conference. Their fecond Propofal, tho’ ~ 
more moderate, -was no. better received ; 
which reduced them to be contented, that 
the Elector fhould defer his Coronation, at 
leaft till OZober, that they might have Time 
for the Difeuffion of the three principal Points 
in Queftion ; the difmiffion of the German 
Troops; the Converfion of the EleCtrefs; and 
the Satisfaction to be made the Primate, for 
the violent Attempts in prejudice of his Au- 
thority. The Elector feemed at firft tore- 
lifh this Expedient. To engage him tocome 
entirely into it, the Chiefs of the Rokozs 
offered a Writing, by which they agreed to 
acknowledge that Prince as K7ug, upon Con- 
dition he would not be crown’d till the 3oth 
of September. On the other Hand the fame 
Lords offered the Primate, to oblige them- 
felves by another Writing, never to aban- 
don him, provided he would fign nothing in 
prejudice of the Prince of Coutz’sInterett. 
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The Eledtor’s Council, having deliberated Ele@or’s 


upon thefe Offers, did not give into the; 
Snare. It was refolved as foon as poffible 
to found the Primate, and to demand his 
Propofals in Writing.

~ great many Reafons for fuch Behaviour, and 


amoneft others, that it was neceflary to af- 
femble the Nobility, in Order to reprefent 
to them the Difpofition of .the Elector to 
fatisfy the Republick upon it’s Grievances, 
This Refufal of the Primate’s gave Reafon to 
conclude, his Defign was only to amufe the 
Council, and give Time to the Prince of Conti 
to arrive in Poland. They were highly plea- 
fed to fee the Poles, contrary to their Cuftom, 
prefer the Method of Treaty to that of Arms, 
and did not fail tomake the moft of a Dif- 
pofition fo favourable to the Ele¢tor’s Inte- 
reft. It was refolved in that Prince’s Coun- 
cil, that his Coronation fhould be on the 
15th of September. They were the more 
inclined to fuch a Refolution, becaufe ma- 
ny Lords, and Gentlemen, waited only that 
Ceremony, to declare in his Favour. Ma- 
ny of the, French Party difgufted with bare 
Promifes without any Effect, would have 
been glad of the Coronation’s being over. 
Others withed it for the fake of Peace and 
Quiet, and to hear no more of an Affair, 

whofe length had made it tedious to them. 
Such was the Difpofition of the greateft 
Part of the French Faction, when News 
came to War/aw, that the Elector without 
Regard to the Conferences ftill on foot, 
far from deferring his Coronation, had been 
crowned September 15th, and to add to the

In the fecond Place, the 
Corps of the late King fhould have been in- 
terred before the Coronation, and they were 
not in Poffetiion of VWarfaw, where the Roy- 
al Body was depofited. They had however

his Obfequies in Effigy in the Cathedral 
Church, with the fame Magnificence as if 
that Prince’s Body had been actually there. 
All thefe Difficulties being thus, removed, 

the EleGtor went. the 14th according to 
Cuftom, to the Church of St. Stani/Jaus, todo 
Honourto that Martyr’s Memory.. The 15th 
the Day appointed for the Coronation, that 
Prince, habited in a Cuirafs, and the Electo- 
ral Robes, went about Noon, attended by the 
Senators, and preceded by Lubomir/ki, Grand- 
Marfhal of the Crown, carrying his Staff of 
Office, from his Apartment to the Church, 
and mounted a Throne, prepared for him 
under a Canopy of State in the middle of 
the Choir. After the Litany the Bithop of 
Cujavia, aflifted by two other Prelates, read 
the Confeffion of Faith before that Prince, 
who fainted away whilft ic was reading. 
Some attributed this, Indifpofition to the 
Length of the Ceremony, others believed the 
Weight of the Armour and tke Electoral 
Robe might be the Occafion of it. The 
Partifans of France imagined, that the News 
juft arrived of the Prince of Contz’s being fet 
out, might have fome Share in that Difor- 
der. But it would be perhaps as reafonable 
to think that Accident a natural Effect, as 
it happen’d at one in the Afternoon, a Time 
of Day, to which it was not that Prince’s 
Cuftom to faft, However, there were Peo-

The Elector being recovered from his 
Swoon, made his Profeffion of Faith, to 
which he {wore and figned, he then receiv- 
ed the Sacrament; after which the Bifhop 
of Cujavia placed the Crown on his Head, 
omitting none of the Ceremonies ufual upon 
the Occafion. The greateft Part of the 
Crown and Lithuanian Officers were abfent, 
but were reprefented by Proxy, by the Po- 
lifb, and even fome of the German Lords. A 
fele& Body of the German ‘Troops were 
pofted round the Church during the Cere- 
mony. The next Day the Magiftrates did 
their Homage, and out of the twenty four 
Counfellors who attended upon that Occafion 
the Elector made fix Knights.

Six- 
ty-Gentlemen of the Palatinate of Sendomir 
produced a Copy that had been taken of the 
Pacta Conventa, which the Electors Coun- 
cil refufed to admit; and the Caftellan of 
Culm had the Addrefs to embroil the Affair 
fo fuccefsfully, that it was thought proper

ary. In vain did feveral Nuncio’s proteft 
again{t all that had been done before and 
after the Coronation. The Elector expref- 
fed an unconcern for thofe Protefts, and the 
Diet it felf, tho’ called by the Bithop of Cx- 
javia.

He took Pains to prove, he 
had only acted in Defence of the Liberty of 
the State and Nobility, and for the re-eftab- 
lifhment of the violated Laws: The Elector, 
whofe Maxim it had hitherto been to aa, 
whilft his Adverfaries wrote, thought fit at 
this'Time to oppofe in Writing, what was 
publifhed againft, him, He caufed a Sort 
of circular Letter to be difperfed, in which 


“he aflerted,; that-he did not come to the 


Crown by any illegal Proceedings; that he 
had been elected by the Majority of Voices; 
that he had done nothing fince, without the 
Advice of the Senators and. great Lords 
of the Kingdom, and neglected nothing to 
reconcile their Divifions, and incline them 
to Peace and Concord; but that all his Ap- 
plications having proved ineffectual, he re- 
ferred the Event to Providence. . He con- 
cluded with exhorting thofe, who had eledt- 
ed and crowned him, to join. with him in 
the Support of their Choice, and Defence 
at once of their Honour and their Liberty.

he had done his Duty to Poland to the ut- 
moft; that he was ready to make good all 
the moft Chriftian King had promifed in his 
Name; that his Intention, in coming to put 
himfelf at the Head of fo many brave Peo- 
ple, was to defend them from the Oppofi- 
tion, with which they were threatened ; but 
fince it was their Refolution to fubmit to it, 
he could not refolve to fee their Liberties ex- 
pire, which they had maintained from the 
Eftablifhment of their Monarchy; that it 
was inconfiftent with his Dignity to be the 
Witnels of their Difgrace ; and that he at- 
tributed to the Misfortunes of the Times, the 
Inconfiftences which other Nations could 
not but obferve in. their Conduct.

In Poland the Army, tho’ the greateft Divifon 
Part of ithad fubmitted to the Elector, con= pojend. 
tinued to Mutiny from Time to Time. They 
framed many Pretenfions, which they car- 
ried fo far as to exprefs, their Intention was 
to ere& a fourth State in the Kingdom, and 
to have an equal Share in the publick Affairs ; 
befides this, the Mifanderftanding of the 
Poles and Saxons ran high, either becaufe the 
Saxons did not obferve fo exact a Difcipline 
with their Landlordsin their Quarters, as the 
Conjuncture made requifite, or that the 
Poles were too touchy, and delicate in 
what Regarded their Liberty, and Privi- 
leges. 
What gave them further Trouble, was Ele&or o- 
the Primate’s perfifting to refufe to come tone the 
to any Accommodation. The Envoy of jain 
Brandenburgh, the Bifhop of Favarin, and 
f{everalof his Friends, .went often to wait on 
him at Lowitz, where he continued to re- 
fide; but withoutany Succefs.- He exprefied 
himfelf more determinate than ever, in Con- ` 
fequence of the News he had received from 
France. However, as it was known, that 
the Court of Rome had refolved to acknow- 
ledge the Elector as .King, it gave Reafon 
to hope, the Prelate’s Refpect. for the Holy 
M 3 See.

N than all the Solicitations that could be 
made. 

Altho’ the Duke of Saxony s Election was 
properly the Work of the Pope, his Holinefs 
out of Policy. fuffered himielf to be very 
much folicited, before he would appear to 
acknowledge that Prince, as King of Poland. 
It. was given out, that France intended to 
fupport the Prince of Contis Election, and 
that the naval Armament, fitting out in the 
Ports of France, was deiigned in Favour of 
that Prince’s Kau into Poland. Such 
Rumours, tho’ they ha ad little Foundation, 
prevented for fome Time the Pope's good In- 
tentions from taking Place. He thought it 
proper to cake Advantage from the Occa afion, 
and to make his Appearance of Neutrality 
a Merit with the Court of France. But on 
the thirteenth of 
openly. In a ‘Congregation held that Day, 
it was refolved, that as the Elector of Saxony 
was in full Pofleffion, and it appeared from

Primate’s Obftinacy feemed «to relax. He 
exprefled his Inclination tocome to an Agree- 
ment. The Conditions he offered were in- 
deed alittle of the rougheft: But that did 
not prevent the Satisfaction of having brought 
him to Terms. It gave Reafon to believe he 
contended for noother Reafon, but the Point 
of Honour ; as he knew that, let him make 
his Bargain as late as he would, it could not 
but be much to his-own Advantage. He 
demanded amongft other Things, that the 
Republick fhould make a general and open 
Satisfaction for the Injuries that had been 
done, as well to hisPerfon as Dignity; that 
it fhould acknowledge by. an authentic 
AG, the Violation of the Laws in Refpec& to 
him; that it fhould engage, never to pro- 
ceed to the Coronation of any future King 
without his Confent, or that of the Primates 
his Succeflors; and that the Bifhop of Cz 
via in particular, fhould make a perfonal 
Satisfaction.

Letter full of Expreflions of Affection, and 
profefling a particular Efteem for his Perfon 
and Dignity; which the Primate anfwered 
with another, in which he gave that Prince

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the Title of Majefty, he declared in it his 


“~~ ardent Defire of Peace, and great Paflion for 


the Power of afluring him of his Obedience 
and Refpeét ; but added, that having the 
Honour of being Primate of a Nation, not 
accuftomed to admit any Sovereign, but fuch 
as fhould be elected by their free and unani- 
mous Confent, he fhould apply his whole 
Power and Endeayours in fuch a Manner, 
that the prefent Occafions of Strife might be 
removed with Honour in the Rokozs. 

The Affembly of Gonfederacy, or Rokozs, 
to which the Primate referred; had been 
fammoned by that Prelate with the Electors 
Confent, who fent thither for his Deputies, 
the Grand Marfhal of the Crown, and the 
great Treafurer of Lithuania. That Aflembly 
was held at Lowstz, the 18th of Fed. at 
which the Envoy of Brandenburgh was pre- 
fent. It was expected, that the Primate’s 
fole Application would have been to have 
induced the Aflembly to Submiffion, as he 
had promifed in fome Meafure, but he went 
no. further than propofing in general, that 
proper Methods fhould be found, for the 
Re-eftablifhment of the Laws, and the pub- 
lick Safety and Tranquillity. The Elector’s 
Deputies were then called in, who prefent- 
ed their Powers, and at the fame Time a 
Letter from their Mafter. But the Quality 
of Commiffioners given them, and fome Ey- 
preflions 
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preflions, that did not feem confiftent, in- 1697- 
raged the Members of the Affembly to fuch ey 
a Degree, that the Deputies were obliged to 

retire as faft as poflible, to prevent their be- 

ing infulted. Nor were a new Letter and 
other Powers, which they fent for, much 
more fuccefsful. Several Members of the 
Rokozgs exclaimed againft the Title of King, 
which the Elector aflumed. The Letter 

was however received; but with much Dif- 
ficulty. Twenty one Articles were prepared 

in Confequence, without which, the Affem- 

bly declared themfelves incapable of re- 
ceiving the Eleétor for rightful King. ‘The 
Articles were : 

Art. I. That the Elector fhall give pofi- Articles 
tive Affurances from the Court of Rome, of PORN 
his having embraced the Roman Catholick ie&or.

Art. V. That Accounts fhall be given of 
the Application of the Publick Money. 

Art. VI. That. the Pacta’ Conventa fhall 
be prepared by the Rofozs, and prefented by 
the Marfhal of that Affembly.

They might in Reality as well have told 
the Elector plainly, they would not receive 
him as King. It was not in his Power to 
grant feveral of thefe Articles, and for others 
of them, they fo fenfibly wounded his Hon- 
our and Authority, that to have granted 
them, he muft not only have renounced th 
Dignity of King, but alfo: that of EleGtor 
and Prince. . However as this Affembly, 
fhould its Event prove fortunate, might con- 
firm the EleCtorupon the Throne, the De- 
puties of that Prince, and the Envoy of 
Brandenburgh, didnot defpond. They omit- 
ed Nothing to moderate the. Severity of the 
Articles. All they could obtain, was to re- 
duce their Number ; but as the moft diff- 
cult of the Conditions were ftill included, 
the Deputies did not think ft to receive 
them. Their Refufal put an End to the 
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; 1697; Patience of the moft Zealous in the Oppofi- 
One tion. Their Rage grew furious, and fome 
of fome of of them fired Mufquet Shot into the Envoy 
oo ee of Brandenburgh’s Windows. The Primate 
Roues. endeavoured in vain to put a Stop to thefe 
Violences. His Moderation had little or no 
Effect upon People fo paffionate againft the 
EleGtor, and who agreed but indifferently a- 
mongft themfel ves. 
The more The Tumult continued till the 26th, when 
eS the Aflembly diffolved. The more reafon- 
ledge the able were afhamed to fee Things carried to 
Ekor. fuch Excefs. The greateft Part of the De- 
`: puties of Little Poland, thofe of Siradia, 
Lencicia and Rava, three Palatinates of 
Great Poland, the Bifhop of Kiow and three 
other Lords retired to Bonz, with Refolu- 
tion to acknowledge the Elector. That 
Prince’s Commiflaries immediately repaired 
thither. The Agreement was concluded, 
and Te Deum fung with the Service of 
Thank{giving. : 
The Primate, the Marfhal of the Rokozs, 


`- Lowitz, determined to abate Nothing of the 
Conditicnsthey had propofed. On the con- 
trary, they added two Claufes to the Article 
concerning the Bifhop of Cujavia, They 
infifted upon his being depofed, and difqua- 
lified for ever, from holding ‘any Employ- 
ment, or having any Concern‘in the Affairs 
ean: 
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of the State. As to the Lofs the Rokozs fuf- 
tained of the Deputies of Little Poland, and 
the three Palatinates of the Great, the Bi- 
fhop of Kiow, &c. that was in fome Mea- 
fure repaired by fix Standards of the Crown 
Army, who declared for them, as did feveral 
Lords, who abandoned the Elector and join- 
ed the Confederacy. 

Such was the Confequence of the Aflem- 
bly of Rokozs, from which the Elector pro- 
mifed himfelf the Confirmation of his Au- 
thority. Many People had not been mifta- 
ken in their Conjectures. ‘They could not 
comprehend the Eleétor’s Reafons for per- 
mitting that Affembly, and thought it more 
advifeable for him to have forced the Pri- 
mate and his Adherents to fubmit. But 
when it is confidered, that Prelate had in 
his Party many of the Senators, and Chiefs 
of the Republick, and was fupported by a 
great Number of Gentlemen, who if the 
Rokozs had not been fuffered to aflemble, 
could have taken Permiffion from their own 
Strength, it will be readily granted, that the 
EleGtor did not makean ill Choice. Befides 
that Prince was not ignorant, that gentle 
Methods were the moft effectual to fecure a 
Throne hitherto, but ill eftablifhed. : 

The fame Reafon prevented hisgiving the 
Envoy of Brandenburgh Satisfaction. That 
Minifter made great Complaints of the Vio- 
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lences committed in his Houfe, and the In- 
fults done to his Perfon and Character. From 
which the Primate excufed himfelf, | by 
throwing the Fault upon the’ Number of 
the Rokozs. The Elector promifed for Form’s 
Sake to take Care, that the Authors of the 
Infult fhould be feverely punifhed. -The 
Envoy was under the Neceflity of content- 
ing himfelf with fo flight a Satisfaction, 
which was all he could expe in a Time 
of Confufion, when neither of the Parties 
fcarce paid any Regard to the Rights of 
Nations, to Law, or Religion. 

The Troubles were to the full as great in 
Lithuania. The Army had almoft intirely 
revolted from the great General, and fub- 
mitted to the Orders of Oginfki, great Stan- 
dard-bearer ; and all the Nobility, who had 
taken Party with that Officer, demanded a 
Coequation with the fame Order in Poland, 
and thatthe enfuing Diet fhould be held un- 
dër Arms, and on Horfeback. They infitt- 
ed further upon four hundred thoufand 
Crowns, which, as they faid, had been pro- 
mifed to General Sapieha, for the payment 
ofthe Army. Thislaft Article was not the 
moft difficult to regulate. The EleGor’s 
Defign was to purchafe Peace at any Price. 
The Demand of a Diet to aflemble in Arms 
and on Horfeback, gave much more Trouble. 
On the one Hand he forefaw fuch a- Diet 
could 
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could not be held without great Effufion of 1697. 
Blood; on the other, he apprehended an Af- LNN 
fembly of the Nobility, armed and in open s 
Field, might propofe a new Election. He 
therefore abfolutely refufed to comply 

with fuch a Demand; tho’ at the Hazard 

of feeing the Coeguation of the Nobility 

of Lithuania. with thofe of Poland take 
Effet. 

This Coeguation was as much defired by gapsich 
the Nobility of the Kingdom, as by thofe peblifie 
of Lithuania. Happily for the Elector, ‘Sees 
was contrary to the Rights of Prince Sa- 
pieba and his. Family, who were in Poffef- 
fion of moft of the great Offices of the Duchy, 
and they all joined in oppofing the Coeguatz- 
on, The great General publifhed a Mani- 
fefto, wherein he made appear, that Ogiz- 

Jfei's Conduct was not only irregular, butcon- 
trary as well to Equity as Humanity; and 
expofed the Violences and Cruelties, com- 
mitted by that Officer. This Manifefto 
was more fuccefsful than was expected. It 
made a {trong Impreffion upona great Num- 
ber of the Malecontents. Part of the Army 
and Numbers of Gentlemen abandoned O- 
ginfki, and went over to the General, with a 
Refolution to oppofe all thofe who fhould 
undertake any Thing againft the publick 
Tranquillity. With this Reinforcement 
Sapieba advanced to his Enemy, who did 

not 
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not avoid him. ‘They came to an Éi- 
gagement, in which the great General 
had the Advantage. Oginfki lofing five 


or fix hundred Men, killed and wound- 
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ed. 

At Warfaw they carried it fo far, as to 
afix upon the Church Door, an impious 
and feditious Writing, in the Latin, Po- 
lifh, and French Languages. It was an 
Invitation of all true Chriftians to affemble 
on the third of March, to put all the Ger- 
mans to the Sword, with the Promife of 
Pardon for the Sins of thofe, who fhould 
join in fo good a Work. The Elector was 
not much alarmed at a Menace publifhed in 
that Manner; but however did not omit to 
take his Precautions. He publifhed a con- 
fiderable Reward to thofe, who would difs 
cover the Author of that Writing, and gave 
Orders, that a good Guard fhould be kept 
the Day affigned for the Execution. But 
no Body appeared. Thus the Hopes that had 
been conceived, thatthe Divifions of Poland 
would foon be made eafy, came to Nothing. 
The Troubles of that great Kingdom on the 
contrary, were feen to improve more and 
more, without the Appearance of their be- 
ing foon at an End. The Queen of Poland; 
befides, who had hitherto feemed to act in 
Concert with the King of France, treated 


fecretly with the Principals of the Rokozs, in 
behalf 
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behalf of her Son Alexander ; and the Ge- 169% 
neral of Great Poland, who was withdrawn * 
to his Lands, under Pretence of preventing 
the bad Defigns of forne ill difpofed People 
to commit Diforders upon them, gave room 
to fufpeét his real Intention was, to join the 
Confederates. 

All thefe Difficulties, from which it was 
not poffible to extricate himfelf by gentle 
Means, feemed to reduce the Elector to 
have recourfe to Arms, the only Remedy 
for the Recovery of the publick Tranquillity. 
That Prince was {till inclined to fee, whether geaor 
Time would not produce fome Advantage; sos * 
and turned his whole Attention upon his’ 
Journey into Prufia, projected a Month be- 
fore. He thought it neceflary to endea- 
vour: the Eftablif{hment of his Authority in 
that Province, the moft confiderable of the 
Kingdom. With this View he left War- 
Jaw the 8th of March, attended with a nu- 
merous Train of the Nobility, and an Efcort 
of nine hundred Horfe, The rath he vifit- 
ed the Fortifications of Marienburgh, and 
next Day received the Compliments of Con- 
gratulation, from the Deputies of the City 
of Elbing; and the rgth from thofe of the 
Magiftracy of Dantzick. 

The 17th. the Elector went fromMarien= His Entry 
burgh, to a Country Houle, a quarter of aixo 
League from Dantzick, where he was.com- pent 
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plimented by the Burgomafters, Ferber and 
Sweden, and by the Counfellor Nim/garden, 
who came to meet him with a Detachment 
of the Horfe Militia. The next Day that 
Prince made his publick Entry, received the 
Keys of that City from the Burgomafter 
Ferber, and was conducted to an Houfe pre- 
pared for his Reception, where the City re- 
galed him magnificently for three Days. 
Having a Curiofity to fee the Abby of OZ- 
va, he went thither the 2 1ft, and could not 
deny himfelf the Satisfaction of vifiting that 
Part of the Coaft, where the French had lain 
at Anchor, and.where the Prince of Conti 
landed. ‘The 25th he received the City of 
Dantzick’s Oaths of Fidelity and Homage, 
after having confirmed the Privileges of its 
Inhabitants, and fworn to maintain them 
entirely. 

During this Time the Rokozs, more averfe 
than ever to Accommodation, took Meafures 
to encreafe their Strength. They fenta De- 
putation into France, to defire Aid, and fol- 
licite the Prince of Conz?’s return into Poland. 
But thofe Deputies were given to underftand, 
the ill Ufe, that had been made of that Prin- 
ce’s Prefence when amongft them, was a 
fufficient Reafon for thinking it improper to 
interfere further in their Affairs. They were 
likewife informed, that a People, who had 
failed fo much in their Profeffions, did not 

deferve 
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deferve any Meafures fhould be taken in their 
Favour. ‘The Court of France was offend- 
ed at the little Warmth the Poles exprefled, 
when the Prince of Conti appeared on their 
Coafts: But their Coldnefs proceeded from 
far different Caufes : On one Side they ap- 
prehended, that the Poles, who fhewed fo 
much Zeal in negociating, might fail a fe- 
cond Time of Refolution, when it fhould 
come to Aétion ; on the other it was to be 
feared, that the northern Princes might op- 
pofe the Enterprize, and the King of Den- 
mark refufe to let a French Squadron pafs 
the Sound. “Nor indeed, confidering the 
pofture of Affairs, was it confiftent with Po- 
licy, to fupport the Prince of Contz’s Preten- 
fions. A far more important View employ’d 
at that Time the Court of France's Atten- 
tion. The King of Spain was dangeroufly 
ill; in Cafe of whofe Death, France would 
have Occafion for all its Forces to fecure a 
Succeffion, which it was expected would be 
difputed to the utmott. 

It was no fmall Advantage to the Elector, 
to be no longer under Apprehenfions from 
the French, and the Arrival of Paulucci, 
the Pope’s Nuncio, was as much in his Fav- 
our. But Poland and Lithuania were fo di- 
vided, and their Heats ran fo high, that 
there was little Reafon to expect Tranquilli- 
ty would foon be re-eftablifhed. The Nun- 
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1697- cio’s informing the Primate, and the Mem- 
“V™ bers of the Rokozs of his Arrival, had no 


Effect upon them; nor was his propofing 
Conditions of Accommodation more fuccefs- 


Primet>’s ful, ~The Primate anfwered, that he was 


” ready to receive with Submiffion the Orders 
of the Pope, in what related to fpiritual Af- 
fairs, and that if his Holinefs believed the 
Meafures taken were fufficientto remove the 
Prejudice againft a Converfion, which feem- 
ed to be made from the Views of a Crown, 
he was as ready to acquiefce with his Holi- 
nefs in an Article of that Nature; but, con- 
tinued he, as to. what relates to the. tempo= 
ral Interefts of the Republick, which a thou- 
fand Reafons oblige me to maintain, I can- 
not abandon them, without injuring my 
Character, without drawing upon me the 
Xeproach of the whole Nation, and expofing 
my {elf to the Danger of anfwering perfonal: 
ly for fuch Conduét, 

‘Fhe Nuncio had imparted his Arrival to 
the Primate, before he had informed the 
Elector of it. From whence many People 
concluded, that Minifter lefs in the Intereft 
ofthat Prince, than the Nuncio Davia had 
been. Butthere was no great Myftery in 
his. Behaviour. The Primate was only 
firft apprized of the Nuncio’s Arrival, as 
he was neareft to Warfaw. He was then 
at Lowtz, whereas the EleGtor was at 
Dantzick 
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Dantzick, and of Confequence much more 1697: 
remote. 

The roth of April, that Prince fet out. 
ftom Dantzick, in Company with the Mar- 
grave of Brandenburgh Bareith, his Father 
in Law, and thé Prince his Son, who came 
to join hin. On the 14th he returned to gleđor re- 
Warfaw, to be prefent at the Diet of Paci- tums to 
fication, which was fummoned for the 16th. eee: 
Tho’ he knew, the petty Diets were moft of 
them entirely broke up, or adjourned without 
coming toany Refolution, he did not omit 
giving the neceflary Orders for the General 
Affembly ; and when the Day appointed arriv- 
ed was determined the Diet fhould open, 
tho’ of two hundred Nuncio’s, which were 
effential to forming the Diet, only thirty ap- 
peared, befides a {mall Number of the Sena- 
tors, who were fufpected to come thither, 
more with Intention to break up the Affem- 
bly, than to take any falutary Refolutions. 

This Opinion was nota Miftake. As foon Diet of 
as the Nuncio’s were aflembled, all of them Pacifica 
in Conformity to their Inftructions, rofe ip 
and protefted againft the Afflembly. The 
Lithuanians faid, amongft other Things, 
they had Orders to retire, unlefs it was a- 
greed to fummon a Diet to be held in open 
Field. Others demanded, that the Elector 
fhould nominate fuch Perfons, as in Abufe 
of his Liberality had fold their Suffrages, 
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1697: and fet a Price upon the publick Liberty, and 
the Crown; that they might be obliged to 
reftore the Sums fo taken, to be applyed in 
the Payment of the Troops ; that thofe In- 
fringers of the national Liberty fhould re- 
ceive condign Punifhment ; and that the 
Cities, Towns, and Villages, fhould be made 
amends for the Damages fuftained from the 
Saxon Troops.

meets  fonable Terms. If that Prince had diftribut- 
with. ed Money amongft Perfons, who had given 
him their Suffrages in return, which the 
Cuftom of Poland had made almoft indif- 
penfable, was it reafonable he fhould be ob- 
liged to declare thofe Perfons, and expofe 
them to open Shame? On the other Side, 
in the prefent Situation of Affairs, a Diet in 
open Field was hardly more praticable. It 
had been the fame Thing, as appointing a 
Rendezvous for a general Battle. The Elec- 
tor’s Partifans did their utmoft to engage the 
Deputies to reaffemble, but in vain. His 
Council were at a Lofs what to refolve upon; 
Some propofed letting the fix Weeks elapfe, 
the Time eftablifhed for the Duration of 
Diets: Others were of Opinion, it was bet- 
ter to refer it to another Time; which Ad- 
vice was followed. It was not thought pro- 
per, however, to fix the Time for its being

held, and conceived more convenient, to 
expect the Event of the Diet of Confede- 
racy, which would determine the Continu- 
ance, or Conclufion of all Troubles. 

On the oth of April the Primate, and 
Humienifei, Mar{hal of the Rokozs, had pub- 
lithed their Proclamations, for affembling a 
new Diet of the Confederates at Lowitz. 
Thofe Proclamations imported, that tho’ 
the laft Aflembly of the Rokozs had not the 
defired Succefs, the Pope neverthelefs, fen- 
fible of the Evils with which Poland was af- 
fli@ed, had fent his Nuncio extraordinary, 
to endeavour the Re-eftablifhment of their

~~~ cio took upon him the Office of Media- 
tor for the Eleétor on one Side, and the 
Primate and the Rofozs on the other. 
He affifted at all the Conferences and 
found the Primate more tra¢table than he 

Reafons expected. 
oo This Alteration proceeded from two dif- 
changing ferent Caufes. The fmall Number of Gentle- 
as men, who came to this Affembly, gave the 


Primate Reafon to fear, he fhould be aban- 
doned by the Confederates, and made him 
conceive it Time to conclude his Accom- 
modation. Befides which it was known, the 
Elector had taken Meafures for the March 
of Troops into the Kingdom, to fupport 
himfelf upon the Throne by Force. Such 
a Project made it effential to reflet upon 
the new Misfortunes, which threatened the 
Republick, if they perfifted in the Refolution 
of not acknowledging that Prince.

the Names of all the Nuncio’s compliment- 
ed the Primate, and returned him Thanks 
for the Zeal he had expreffed, in Defence 
of the Nation, and Support of the Laws of 
the Republick. He then broke his Staff 
of Office; to fignify the entire Diffolution 
of the Rokozs. After which they went in 
a Body to the great Church; ‘where the 
Te Deum was fang to the ringing of 
Bells, and the triple Difcharge of all the 
Artillery. The Nuncio, with the King’s 
two Commiffioners, took their Places up- 
on a Seat in Front of the archiepifcopal 
Throne. The Te Deum being over, the 
Primate gave a magnificent Entertain- 
ment in the Caftle, to which the Nuncio, 
the King’s Commiffioners, and all Perfons 
of Diftinétion were invited.

tY which the Succefs had been different, if 
the Prince of Conti had been as near a 
Neighbour to Poland, as the Eleétor, or 
had been as powerfully fupported. 
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O4UGUSTU S began now to take 1698. 
A breath. Free from the Inquietudes —w—™. 
y which apowerful Competitor had 
® given him, he faw the Primate, 
and the Chiefs of the Confede- 
racy reduced at/laft to unite the remainder 
of 
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- oftheir Party, which decreafed daily, to the 


body of the Nation in his Intereft. No- 
thing was now wanting, but the Ceremony 
of Homage they were to pay him, which 
was fixed for the 22d of May. On that day 
they came to Warfaw witha Train of more 
than thirty Coaches, which the Senators 
had fent to meet them. The Primate was 
received at the Caftle by the Grand Marfhal, 
who conduéted him to the Hall where Au- 
guftus expected him. The haughty Prelate 
did not renounce his Authority and the Re- 
gency withoutextreme reluctance. Incapable 
of perpetuating the Interregnum, he em- 
ployed his whole Addrefs in protracting it to 
the utmoft. The King would have had the 
Interview in a Chamber, where a Throne 
and Canopy of State were prepared for him: 
But the Primate infifted he could have no 
Right to them, till after the Election had 
been folemnly confirmed. Auguftus judg’d 
it improper to hazard by an unfeafonable De- 
licacy, the Advantages of a Treaty fo happi- 
ly concluded. He comply’d, and advanc’d 
fome Steps to receive the Primate, who 
made him a fhort Compliment in the French 
Language. He faid, That if it was his ill 
Fortune to be the laft in paying his moft 
humble Refpects, he had at leaft the Satis- 
faction of bringing with him the Effects fo 
long defired, the Hearts of the People and 
the publick Tranquility, which he laid at

obliging manner, by the Great Chamiberlain 

in the King’s Name. 

The Audience being over, the Primate 
went with the King into his Cabinet, where 
they had a Conference of two Hours. The ae 
Prelate had occafion for all his Addrefs, to rifes Dif: 
evade the Inftances which wete made to en- pees 
gape him to fet the Example of taking the ies to 
Oaths of Fidelity to the King. The Ad- take the 
vances he had made, féémed to make it in- [eae 
confiftent to recede: He found Excufes how- 
ever to evade his Compliance, and infifted 
that the Election fhould be confirm’d by a 
Diet, which was the Subject of a new Con- 
ference the next Day. 

It was very improper for Auguftus, already 
crown d,; to confent that the Validity of his 
Eleétion and Coronation fhould:- be debated 
ina new Diet. In fo doing, the Diet of Co- 
ronation would no longer have taken place, 
without which the King would appear to 
agree, that all which had pafied at Cracow, 
was null and illegal. The Primate who 
was refolv’d to raife as many Difficulties as 
poffible, infifted that there was a Neceflity

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1698. for holdingan Affembly, to be called a Diet 
of Pacification, in order to remove the Impu- 
tations againft the King’s Party. It will be 
feen in the courfe of this Hiftory, that the 
Primate did not look upon the Oath of Fi- 
delity as indifpenfible, and there would be 
room to wonder at his refufing to take it, 
when required, if his Condué did not fuffi- 
ciently explain his Reafons for fuch Behavi- 
our. He was well pleafed, the Nation 
fhould believe him the laft in fubmitting, 
and the King. underftand at the fame time, 
he was confcious to himfelf of having it in 
his power to give him no fmall Trouble, if 
that Prince fhould not obferve fuch Meafures 

with him, as he fhould approve. 
rien af. From this Time, Auguftus began to act 
fairs ofas King: Many Cares came upon him at 
Augufius: once, He had engaged to retake Kamuinzeck, 
and that Engagement was an Effential in his 
Treaty with the Republick, which would 
not have elected him without it. The 
Ele€tor of Brandenburgh was very earneft

Offices fhe had done the Prince of Contz, 
were far from being forgot: She therefore 
thought Rome the moft proper Place for her 
Refidence, and that it was beft to {peak of 
her Abfence, only as a Journey for two 
Years; and left it fhould give room to-treat 
her with Injuftice, and prejudice her Preten- 
fions upon the Republick, fhe defired the 
King and Senate’s Permiffion; who com- 
plied with the Requeft.

It was there they contracted that Friendfhip 
which united them in its Confequence, and 

from which Auguftus reaped moft Advan- 
tage: They parted the r3th of Auguft; 

the Czar. for his Dominions, and the King - 

fot Leopold, where he atrived the 15th. 

On thei6th he made “his Publick Entry He arrives 
on Horfeback, preceded by the Companies * fer 
of Merchants’ and Armenians of the City, his publici 
who marched in the Rear of Count Foblo- Entry. 
nowski, Great General of the Crown’s Com- 
pany of Guards. The Bithops’ of Cujavia 
and Yavarin, and the two Princes Sobzeske 
went next; after whom came Auguftus, fol- 
lowed by the Great and Under Generals of 
Poland and a Number of other Lords. “His 
Life-Guard clofed the March.” At the Gate 
of the City he received the Compliments of 
the Magiftrates, who conduéted him under 
a Canopy of State to a Triumphal Arch, 
prepared for his Reception ; and from thence 
to the Cathedral, where Te Deum was fang, 
and the Mafs' celebrated. At his coming 
out of Church he made a Vifit to the Queen 
Dowager, who was come to Leopold to wait 
on him, and to recommend ‘her Family 
and Interefts to his Favour. 

On the 18th he held:a great Council, ‘at Council 
which the Senators, Poli/o Génetals, cand f War.

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To thefe Difficulties others added, that 1693. 
the Turks, having had. timeto take their Others for 
Precautions, had thrown a fufficient Num- Peace with 
ber of Men and Provifions into Kaminieck'®s ™* 
to fupport a long- Siege. They obferved 
that many of the Troops were not arrived; 
and that it could not be expected they fhould 
join the main Body fo foon as might be 
defired, thro’ the Badnefs of the Way oc- 
cafioned by: the Fall of Rains. However, 
continued they, Accounts from Vienna agree, 
that the Conclufion.of a Peace is very much 
{olicited, and what Regard may be had to 
our Interefts in that Treaty is uncertain, 
notwithftanding the League between the 
Emperor, the Venetians, and us; efpecially 
if. we perfift to continue a War, whofe be- 
ing at an End is as neceflary to our felves as 
‘our Allies... They concluded, that in the 
prefent Conjundture the beft Method was to 
join in a. Treaty of Peace,- which, as it 
was equally the Defire of all Parties, could 
not be very remote. 

Every one perfifted obftinately in their 
own Opinion; and the Council broke up 
without coming to any Refolution. They 
met again the following Days; but it was 
not thought proper to admit fo great a 
Number of Perfons. Their Voices were 
however no more unanimous, and the Ma- 
jority feemed to incline to Peace.

- ‘Thofe; who were for carrying on the 
Ree War vigoroufly, did not want Reafons to 
Council fapport their Opinion, They” reprefented 
of War. that Poland, to whom the Empire owed its 
Reafons Safety; and the Venetians their Conquetts, 
forthe “had not yet gained one Foot of Land: That 
it was in vain to expect the Tarki would 

give them that by a Treaty, which they 

could hot take from them Sword in hand: 

That whatever Inclinations the Emperor 
might have for Peace, it was not impoffible 

to changé his Sentiments, by reprefenting 

the Advantages he might acquire from a 
powerful Diverfion of Poland; whilft: he 

acted vigoroufly on his own Side: That 
fuppotted by fuch- Hopes, that, Monarch 
would be cautious of violating a fundamen- 

tal Article of the Alliance by a feparate 
Treaty, and that after all it would not be 

the firt ‘time, Poland had been known to 
fupport the whole Weight of the Ottoman 

Arms alone, and that with confiderable Ad- 
vantage. They added, it was the King’s In- 

tereft to do fome great Action, as glorious 

for himfelf as beneficial to the Reépublick; 

to which he was befides engaged not to lay 

down his Arms before the Reduction of 
Kaminieck, and that he could not be want- 

ing to his Promife without forfeiting the 
Efteem and Confidence of the Nation. ‘They 
concluded with obferving, that the King’s 
Authority could not be better eftablifhed 

than 
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than by a,War; for whilft he was at the 1698. 


Head of his Troops, he was in condition to 
add to his Dependants by his Favours, and 
to keep thofe in awe who were proof againft 
them. 


To Reafons fo plaufible were oppofed Reafons 


others that appeared to have no lefs Weight. 
This would do, faid the contrary Party, if 
the Succefs before Kaminieck was not un- 
certain. But who can be affured of the tak- 
ing a Place, abundantly provided for its 
Defence by the Turks, long apprized of the 
intended Siege? And with what Troops? 
Thofe of Saxony are much diminifhed by 
Fatigues and: Difeafes, and are not fuffici- 
ent alone to undertake ‘fuch a Conqueft: 
And for the Poles there is no reckoning up- 
on them. The natural Averfion of the two 
Nations for each other forbids it; and there 
is no prevailing upon them to act in Con- 
cert. They went on to enlarge upon the 
malignant Pleafure the Mifcarriage of this 
Enterprize would give the fecret Enemies 
of Auguftus: That if he fhould fuffer the 
Difgrace of raifing the firft Siege, he would 
be utterly difcredited with the Poles: That 
his Coffers were almoft empty, and his 
Treafury exhaufted, thro’ the infatiable A- 
varice of an Infinity of People, to whom 
he had given his Money with Profufion : 
That his Obligations to the Emperor, who 
had not alittle: contributed to placing him

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1698. upon the Throne, well deferved, the King 
“V™ fhould have the Complaifance ‘to ¢onfent to 
a Peace fo ardently defired by his Imperial 
` Majefty: That it was a grofs Miftake to be- 
lieve he would not conclude it feparately, 
if the King refufed to concur in negotiating 
and figning the Treaty: That his Intereft 
in concluding it was too great, and the Mo- 
tives in juftification of his Conduct too 
plaufible, not to excufe the Negle& of a 
too fcrupulous Propriety: That in fuch cafe 
Poland was in no condition to. refift the 
whole Force of the Turks, which would 
then undoubtedly -be turned againft them, 
and could much lefs flatter themfelves with 
being able in their Circumftances to make 
Conquefts upon them: That if thefe were 
times of more Union, more Riches, and 
better ‘Troops in Poland, Delays would ‘be 
utterly inconfiftent: And as for the fuppofed 
Advantages the King might make of ithe 
War in eftablithing himfelf upon the Throne, 
that was anfwered «in the wide difference 
between other States and Poland, where the 
King, far from being always Mafter of his 
Troops, was often obliged to abandon him- 
felf to their Difcretion, and to facrifice his 
Counfels and Interefts to the Caprice of the 
Army: That the King, by making Peace, 
would be difengaged from ‘his Promife to 
retake Kaminieck, and would. {pare himfelf 
the Expence of a Million, which that En- 
terprize 
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terprize muft coft him: That in fine the 1698. 


moft certain Means for the King to be 
efteemed, beloved, and even feared by the 
Poles, was to re-eftablith his Finances, which 
were impoflible, faould the War be pro- 
longed upon the Foot it was abfolutely ne- 
ceflary to fupport it, 

Augufius obferving the Earneftnefs with 
which his Refolutions were expected, ufed 
two Precautions at the fame time: One was 
to appoint Ambaffadors for the Treaty of 
Peace, and- the other to prepare his Army, 
and to be in readinefs againft all Events.

at Giiniani, a {mall Town in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Leopold. Advice came about 
this time that a Detachment of Zartars had 
entered Volbinia, ravaged the Country as far 
as Brody, and:defeated a Part of the Crown 
Army commanded by the Palatine Szde/- 
chi. He thought it no longer proper to de- 
fer putting himfelf at the Head of his 
Troops, and went the rith with the Duke 
of Wirtemberg to the Camp at. Ghnrant, 
where his Baggage and Artillery with thofe 
of the Crown arrived the Night before. 
The Generals Braun and Zacherewske 
marched with a Detachment of Poli/hHorfe 
and Foot to the Fort La Trinite, to oblige 
the Tariars to draw together; and call in

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1698. the Party fpoken of before; and at the fame 
time to difcover whether their Army was 
really fo ftrong as fome Prifoners reported. 
Every thing feemed to denote the Siege of 
Kaminieck, and the Tartars kept upon their 
guard. 

March of | The Crown Army, which had been fome- 
the Crown time at Monafteriz upon the Niefer, had 
Orders to march to Podhaicia, to join the 
Saxon Troops who were advancing thither. 
The Tartars, who had Advice of their 
March and Strength, refolved to attack them 
before they joined the King, and followed 
them with their ufual Swiftnefs, to the 
Number of thirty five thoufand under the 
command of two Sultans. They either cut 
in pieces, or made Prifoners all the Strag- 
glers of the Troops. The Polt/b Army ar- 
rived however in the Suburbs of Podhazcza, 
where they drew up in battle, in cafe the 
Enemy, who were but half a League dif- 

tant, fhould come to attack them. 
The Tar- - Their Precaution was not vain. The 
farsattack next Morning being the gth, at break of 
Day they had fcarce formed in three Lines 
when the Tartars fuddenly fell on. They 
inftantly put the advanced Guard to flight, 
and threw themfelves upon the front Line, 
who received the firt Shock without break- 
ing. At the fame time they attacked the 
Rear, and put the Wings in diforder, which 
they alfo charged, having furrounded the 
whole 
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whole Army. They foon opened a Paffage 1698. 


to the Baggage, which they plundered en- 
tirely, and where the Great General loft his 
whole Equipage. 

This Plunder faved the Polijh Army, 
which was then in the utmoft Confufion. 
The Tartars, who thought of nothing but 
the Booty, gave them time to rally and re- 
new the Charge with Succefs. ‘They re- 
pulfed them at laft, after a Fight of eight 
Hours, in which the Artillery, which was 
perfectly well fupplied, was of the greateft 
Service. ‘The Plunder however which the 
‘Tartars had feized could not be recovered, 
nor could they hinder their burning the 
Suburbs and part of the City of Podbaicta. 
The Poles, who were only eight thoufand 
Men, loft about nine hundred Soldiers and 
Officers upon this occafion, of whom four 
were Starofts. The Number of Prifoners 
and wounded was much greater. Among 
the firft were the Great General ‘fablonow- 
ski’s Son and two Starofts. "The Booty coft 
the Tartars dear, of whom a dreadful 
Slaughter enfued. 

The King, whofe firt Accounts of this 
Battle were confufed, expected the Tartars 
would come on to attack him, and drew up 
his Army in Line of Battle; when two Pri- 
foners were brought in who affured him the 
Tartars were retiring towards Kaminieck.

The two Armies continued in this Difpo- 
fition from two in the Afternoon till Mid- 
night, during which time People went fre- 
quently backwards and forwards between 
the Camps: But the Generals of the Pok/h 
Army having given the King to tnderftand 
they threatened to confederate with the No- 
bility, who were already too much incenfed 
againft the foreign Troops, Auguftus made 
ufe of the Intelligence and thought only 
of putting an end to the Campaign as foon 
as poflible. He fufpended his Refentment 
and Projects, and went to Leopold, having 
firft given his Orders for the Diftribution of 
the Winter Quarters. This Incident ex- 
plained the Importance of having acted up- 
on the Plan propofed in the laft Council of 
War. The Poles did not forget the Con- 
du& of Auguftus in withdrawing from theirs

Poland, that the Debt had been contraéted 
in the Reign of Cafimire, who had engaged 
the City of Elbing, asa Mortgage to fecure 
the Payment. The Affair was now of forty 
Years ftanding, and the Elector would be 
delayed no longer. The 17th of October 
he wrote to the King and Republick of Po- 
land, and demanded that the City of Elbing 
fhould be furrender’d to himin Caution, till 
the Reimburfement of what was due to him, 
according-to the Treaty of Welaw> in 1657. 
Whether Auguflus regarded this Claim ‘only 
as a- matter of Form from a Creditor, who 
thought fit to put him in mind of his Right, 
on 
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or. was perfwaded the Elector only threa- 
tened, without intending to infringe the 
ancient Alliance between Poland and Bran- 
denburgh, which had been renew’d the 8th 


of June the fame Year, he made- no hafte 
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to Anfwer.. The Eleétor however, at the gis Mani- 
fame time he wrote this Letter, publifhed afeto. 


Manifefto in which he fet forth, that his 
Debt was founded upon a Treaty, confirmed 
with all others by the new, Alliance made 
with the King and Republick: That the 
ancient Treaty ftipulated among other Ar- 
ticles, that the: City of Elbing fhould be 
put into the Elector’s Hands, as a Security 
for the Contraétemade in confideration of 
the Services of the Arms of Brandenburgh, 
which had contributed in preventing the 
Ruin of Poland, and in re-eftablifhing its 
ancient Liberties: That however after a de- 
lay of forty Years, and many. fruitlefs Re- 
monftrances, that Article had.not been exe- 
cuted; the Elector therefore, having no lon- 
ger any Hopes. of the City’s being voluntari- 
ly. furrendered to him, was at length re- 
folved to take poffeflion of it by fuch 
Means. as were in his Power, and that with- 
out Hoftilities if poffible. He pretended 
in. fo doing only to a confiftently with 
what he might have done long before, ac- 
cording tohis Right acquired in virtue of 
a Perpetual Alliance folemnly fwora,” and 
feemed to expect his Conduét ‘would not be 
difapproved 
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1698. difapproved by his Poli/h Majefty, as it re- 
moved a juft Reproach from the King and 
Republick for infringing a Perpetual Alli- 
ance. He protefted his Intention was to 
obferve religioufly the Treaties his Prede- 
ceffors and himfelf had made with the Re- 
publick, and promifed to preferve the 
Rights and Privileges of the City of Elbing, 
and only to take poffeffion of that Place in 
right of Caution, which he engaged to re- 
fign without delay as foon as the Debt 
fhould be difcharged.

veted. He notified his Pretenfioris to the Magiftra- 
cy of Elbing, who defired a Delay. ‘Their

In vain did the Burghers, by their Letter of 
OGfober 24th, reprefent to the Elector, that 
the Article of the Treaties, by which King 
Cafmire mortgaged their Town, was made 
without their Participation, and without their 
giving the leaft room for it; and that the 
fame King and the Republick had releafed 
them from it, by obliging themfelves to the 
payment of the Sums promifed the Elector. 
That they underftood with Grief the Satif- 
faction had not been made, but hoped in 
confideration of the Refpe&t, they had al- 
ways teftify’d for him, he would ee 
them 
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them in time to apply to the King of Po- 
Jand, and to implore an immediate Difcharge 
of the Debt, and that, let what would be 
the Event, they would endeayour to find 
Means of fatisfying his Ele¢toral High- 
nefs. 

The Ele&or continued firm in his De- 
mand of the Execution of the Treaty, in- 
fiting upon the Payment, or the Mortgage;

Auguftus feemed extremely affected with Bie 
the firt News of the City of Elbing’s dan- on that 
ger. He exprefled his Refentment in the Occafioa 
moft lively ‘Terms, and declared it necefla- 
ry that Reparation fhould be had at any 
rate. He was ftill at Leopold, intending for 
Lithuania to redrefsin Perfon the Troubles 
which daily increafed there: But this Ac- 
cident difconcerted all his Meafures. He 
wrote to the Senate the, 2gth of Odfoder, 
which Letter was dated in the fecond Year 
of hisReign. Its Contents were: The En- 
terprize of his EleCtoral Highnefs of Bran- 
denburgh againft the City of Elbing, which 
we could not expeé&, and which has been 
done without any previous Demand and Ap- 
plication to Ourfelves, and the Republick, to 
which every Enemy is obliged, furprizes us 
exceedingly, and juftifies the Vengeance, 
incumbent upon us to take. The reft of 
this Letter infifts upon the Neceflity of re- 
lieving the Place, and appoints the Senate to 
meet at Warfaw on the 12th of November, 
to confult with him the neceflary Meafures 
to prevent the lofs of it. He arrived at 
Warfaw on the roth, fo that Elbing capitu- 
lated the Day before the Senate was to af- 
femble. 
The Anger of the King, the Primate, 

and Grandees of Poland, {pent.itfelf inCom- 
plaints 
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plaints and Murmurs. The Inadion of 
Auguftus upon this Occafion, correfponded 
fo ill with his former Threatning, that it was 
believed to have been concerted with the 
EleGtor; and Auguflus’s Enemies fuppofed 
it a Confequence of the Interview at Jo- 
hansburgh. That Prince, they faid, got by 
it a Pretence for retaining his Saxons in 
the Kingdom. That Sufpicion was not 
more juft than the Court’s Opinion, that the 
Primate had fecretly called in the Elector of 
Brandenburgh’s Forces.  Confidering his 
Scheme of Politicks, he might indeed hope 
fome good Effect of that Bufinefs to the 
State, as it was neceflary Auguftus, who 
had engaged to pay the Debts of the Re- 
publick, fhould either difcharge this, and re- 
ftore Elbing to Poland, which would by 
that Means fatisfy the Elector’s Claim, or 
that in failing to do it, he would draw an 
Enemy upon his hands, who by a power- 
ful Diverfion might aflift the Polih Male- 
contents to fend him back to Saxony. 

But it is needlefs to look further for the 
Motives of the Invafion of E/bing than to 
the Ele&or of Brandenburgh’s Politicks. 
That Prince was too penetrating, not to ob- 
ferve a Conjunéture fo much in his Favour, 
and that if he fuffered it to efcape, he might 
never retrieve the Opportunity. The Re- 
publick, divided by the Mifunderftanding 


between the King and People, and by the 
Difcord 
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Difcord of the Grandees; whom the dou- 
ble Ele&ion had inflaméd againft each o- 
ther: The Nobility of Lithuania, too much 
taken up with theit own Differences to 
regard any other Affairs: A King, confcious 
of not being fufficiently fettled in his Throne 
to hazatd a War that would entirely ex- 
hauft his Finances, and compleat the Ruin 
of his Hereditary Eftates: The Facility of 
feizing a Mercantile City, fuch as Elbing: 
The Alternative of either holding the Place 
at firft in Caution, and afterwards as an 
Acquifition; or at worft to be re-imburfed 
a Sum, which his Father and himfelf had 
in vain expeéted forty Years together. Thefe 
were fufficient Views: to engage the Elector 
in the Enterprize; he wanted no other 
Motives; and the Suggeftions in regard to 
the King and Primate, were only Refine- 
ments of the different Parties Refentment to 
each other. 

The Elector of Brandenburgh had judged 
very juitly, and the Succefs anfwer'd his 
Expe@ation, In vain might Auguftus foli- 
cit the Senate, or recommend Unity to the 
Poles; their Deliberations were no lefs tedi- 
ous.: A perpetual Diftruft of each other 
continued the Divifion of the Grandees, 
and all the Refult of their Debates was, 
That the Cities of Thorn and Dantzick 
fhould be advertifed to keep upon their 
Guard: That the King fhould be defired to

ne ees Conformably to this Plan, Augu/fus or= 
denburgh Gered Werner Refident of Brandenburgh at 
order'd t0 Warfaw to leave the Kingdom, ‘and ap- 
' pointed the Palatine of Inowdiflaw, his Am- 
bafiador Extraordinary:to Stockholm, Copen~ | 
Univerfa- hagen and the Hague. He publifhed the |

denburgh’s Anfwer. His Reply fet forch his 
Pretenfions, and juftified his Condu& with 
a wife Moderation. It diftinguifhes the 
King from the Writer of the Umverfalia, 
and full of Refervé and Refpe& for the one, 
directs the Bitternefs of his Defence folely to 
the other. 

The rematkable Difference of thofe Writ- 
ings did honour to the Ele@or. He does 
not take his Manner from his Adverfary, 
but preferves that Air of Dignity and Wif- 
dom fo becoming a Great Prince. On the 
contrary the Stile of the Usrver/ala diftin- 
guifhes a violent Pole, endeavouring to em- 
broil two Princes irretrievably, whom he 
fufpects of an. Underftanding prejudicial to 
his Views, and to take his Advantage from 
their Difagreement. Augu/tus permitted 
this Piece to go abroad in his Name, de- 
monftrating by that Complacency, there was

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no fecret Intelligence between himfelf and 
the Elector. 

The Emperor apprehending a War in 
the North would. be the Confequence of 
Hoftilities, offered directly his Mediation, 
which both Parties agreed to accept. Count 
Sureniski; his Envoy at the Court of War- 


faw, a Perfon much efteemed and beloved 


by the Poli/h Nobility, was very induftrious 
to reconcile the’King and the Elector. 

Every thing concurred to incline Auguftus 
toa fpeedy Accommodation. Jealoufy and 
Diftruft united to oppofe his beft Defigns. 
The Towns of Thorn and Dantzick excufed 
themfelves from receiving his Troops, and 
did not give themfelves the trouble to pal- 
liate their Refufal with any plaufible or fatif- 
factory Excufe. The Elector on his Part 
exprefs’d no lefs Inclination for Peace, but 
always under a Provifo very difficult to exe- 
cute. For the Preliminary Article, he in- 
fitted upon the Reimburfement of the Sum 
ftipulated by the Treaty of 1657. ‘Thatin« 
difpenfible Condition protracted the Nego- 
tiation above a Year. 

Thefe Difficulties however removed ano- 
thet trouble from Auguftus.. It was de- 
manded that the Queen fhould come to Po- 
Jand, and give certain and publick Proofs 
of her Converfion. It had been given out 
in order to perplex the Affair, that that Prin- 
cefs, lefs prejudiced. to the Proteftant Reli- 

gion, 
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gion, exprefs’d no longer a diflike of the 
Roman Catholick Principles, and it was in- 
duftrioufly reported fhe liften’d to them 
with great Satisfaction. Auguftus could no 
longer defer fhewing his Subjeéts a Queen, 
whom they fo earneftly defired to fee.: -Her 
Prefence had without doubt deftroy’d the 
Impreffions it was neceflary the Poles fhould 
have, in refpect to her Sentiments of the 
Roman Catholick Religion. The continual 
Agitation of the Kingdom was a very good 
Excufe for deferring that Princefs’s Journey 
till the next Year; and the King had from 
thence the advantage of not being reduced 
to difcover he had promifed a Converfion, 
not in his power to make good. 

The Bufinefs of Elbing was not the only 
Source 6f Trouble to him. We have ob- 
ferved, that in the Diftribution of the Saxon 
Troops, part of them were to march inta 
Lithuania, where Quarters were ordered 
them in the Oeconomates, certain Lands of 
Demefn, affigned for the Entertainment of 
the King’s Houfhold. Thefe Troops were 
on their March, and the King who fet out 
the 18th of November arrived at Brzeftia 
the 24th, where he ftopt to be better in- 
formed in the State of Affairs, and not to 
expofe his Perfon too haftily. The firit 
News he receiv’d were two Deputations, 
one from the Senators aflembled at. Grodno, 
who affured him of their Fidelity and their

Complacency in their Quarters, The Li-

' dver to march thither, to the Number of 
twelve Regiments of Horfe, and approach’d 
Grodno; whither the King followed, placed 

a Gafrifon in the Town, and fent the reft 

to quarter in the neighbouring Oeconomates, 

They did not find thofé Quarters free from 
Ditturbance, and it had been worfe for them 

if the Lithuanians could have agreed among 
themfelves; but their Divifions augmented 

daily. Whilft Endeavours were ufing to 
reconcile their Chiefs, the Nobility and 

the Army came to Blows the beginning of 


December.

not long in fufpence between Forces fo. un- 
equal, but declared itfelf for the Nobi- 
lity. 
The Chiefs of the Army, convinc’d of 
their Inferiority, began to fall their Crefts, 
and to have lefs averfion for the Propofals 
made by the Bithop of Wilna as Moderator. 
That Prelate, whom the King had appoint- 
ed to concert meafures of Peace between the 
two Parties, was very zealous in the Af- 
fair. Perhaps without the Difadvantagethe 
Army had fuffered, he would have found 
the Succefs not a little difficult. But at 
length on the zoth of December, Prince 
Sapieha. being pofted near Grodno where 
the King then. was, and the Nobility with 
Oginski, encamped at a {mall diftance from 
him: Flemming General of the Saxons, at the 
head of twenty eight Companies of his 
Troops, advanc’d between the Armies, and 
ordered Sapieha in the Name of the King 
and the Republick, to disband his Army 
immediately.

The Event of thofe Negotiations anfwer- peace of 
ed his Expectation. The Peace between the Carlowitze 
King, the Republick of Poland, and ‘the 
Grand Signior, was figned at Carlowitz, the 
26th of ‘fanuary, by Staniflaus Malakowskt, 
Plenipotentiary of Poland, and by Mehemet 
Effendi and Alexander Mauro Cardato, the 
Sultan’s Plenipos. It contains eleven Ar- 
ticles, of which the Subftance, without 
that heap of Expreffions and Phrafes often 
fuperfluous, which a jealous and diftruftful 
Policy has introduced into the Treaties of 
Princes, is as follows; 


I. The ancient Amity thall be re-eftablith- Conditi- 
ed; the Provinces of the two States to be 9” of the

The Sultan fhall forbid’ all his Sub- 
jects and Vaffals, and particularly the Tar- 
tars, from committing any Ads of Hofti- 
lity for the future againft the Kingdom or 
Subjects of Poland: The Viñers, Begler- 
begs, Cham of Crim Tartary, the other Tar- 
tar Princes and Lords, and the Vayvode of 


_ Moldavia thall have exprefs Orders to be vi- 


gilant in preferving the Tranquillity of the 
Frontiers, and to punifh the Violators of 
the publick Peace upon’ pain of being 
punithed themf{elves; Poland engaging to do 
the fame on their part. 

= V. The Empire acknowledges Poland to 
be a State that always was entirely free and 
independent, and that it has no ‘Right to 
moleft it by ‘any Claim, Foundation, or Pre- 
text whatfoever. 

VI. The Tartars who have abandoned 
their Country to fettle in Moldavia, in con- 
tempt of former Treaties, fhall quit the

VII. The Religious of the Roman Catho- 
lick Church throughout the whole Ottoman 
Empire, fhall enjoy the free Exercife of the

ing and ancient Privileges; and the Am- 
ballador of Poland at the Port fhall be ad- 
mitted to make fuch Demands and Remon- 
ftrances upon this head, as he {hall be or- 
dered by the King and Republick. 

VII. The Liberty of Trade fhall be re- 
eftablifhed for all Merchants of the two 
Nations, who {hall freely pafs and repafs 
with their Merchandife, paying only the an- 
cient Duties, to which no new Impoft fhall 
be added: And no Merchant thall be obliged 
to pay any Debt upon verbal Evidence on- 
ly, nor {hall be fubject to any Contracts not 
fet forth by Bill, or other lawful Writing 
under his Hand. 

IX. All Prifoners and Captives, taken 
during the War, fhall be returned on both 
fides, paying the Ranfom fettled by former 
Treaties: Such Ranfom to be lowered: in 
proportion to the Time the Captive fhall 
have ferved; and if that cannot be amica- 
bly adjufted with the Patron, in fuch cafe 
the Judges of the refpective Places fhall 
decide equitably... Captives who may be 
~ taken after the Peace, fhall be reftored with- 

out 
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out any Ranfom: Free Paflage thro’ the 
whole Ostoman Empire, to be granted for the 
Redemption of the Poles in Slavery: All 
Prifoners of War fhall be exchanged. 

X. The Vayvode of Moldavia thall con- 
tinue in good Intelligence with Poland as in 
times paft; and neither Poland nor Molda- 
via {hall protec the Fugitives of either 
Country. 

XI. The 11th and laft Article confirms 
the former Treaties in every Point, not con+ 
trary to the prefent Treaty, or to the pers 
petual Rights of the refpective Powers: 
Each of which obliging it felf to the reli- 
gious Obfervance of the Peace, to notify it 
to all Governors, Officers, and Magiftrates 
in the {pace of thirty Days, and to punifh 
feverely all Infraétion after that time: Po- 
land promifes to difpatch a Minifter to cars 
ry the Ratification of it to the Porte, and 
to receive there that of the Sultan; and 
alfo to fend as foon as may conveniently be 
done, a folemn Embafly to the Ottoman 
Court, to confirm the Peace and re-eftablith 
entirely a folid and lafting Amity between 
his Highnefs and Poland. 


Such was the Refult of the Negotiations 
of Carlowitz, whereby Poland regained the 
important Fortrefs of Kaminteck, Podolia, 
and the Ukraine, by the Mediation of its 
Allies.

be concluded. The Difcord, which had 
taken place at firft, had coft them too much 
precious Time. It is an eftablifhed Cuftom 
after the Senate and the Nuncio’s have 
confulted feparately to unite in one Body, 
and refume in the King’s Prefence fuch Re- 
folutions as have been made. It is then, 
the Colle&ive Majefty of the State gives the 
force of Law to what has been judg’d në- 
ceflary to be inftituted; without which Diets 
are of no effect. This, which begun’ under 
the moft unfavourable Augury of a general’ 
Difcord between its Head and Members, 
had the moft happy Conclufion poffible. 

Its Succefs was in a great Meafure owing King’s 
to Auguftus’s Moderation.

moned: We have engaged, faid they, to 
reftore the Place to the King and Repub- 
lick of Poland. But that Subterfuge was 
removed by their Uniting, and an Order 
prefented them under the Hands of the 
King, the Primate. and the Heads of the 
Republick. 

The Bafla who commanded there, be- 
ing no longer able to refufe, furrendered at 
laft one Gate of the City to the Poli/h 
Commiflaries, with promife to abandon it 
intirely in feven or eight Days. To en- 
gage him to. keep his Word, a magnificent 
Prefent was promifed him. That kind of 
Argument which feldom fails of Succefs, 
had its effet, and the Poli/h Troops took 
intire Poffeffion of the Place: The next 
Day the Suffragan Bifhop of Chelm confe- 
crated the Parifh Churches, and had the 
Bodies of the Turks buried in them, re- 
moved to the Tubas, Places deftined for 
the Interment of Infidels. Three Days 
were employed in purifying thofe Temples, 
and the 25th the firft Mafs was celebrated 
in the Church of the Trinity, which was 
followed by the Te Deum, and the Difcharge 
of the Cannon and {mall Arms. The Bafla 
affured the Poli/h General who fucceeded 
him in the Government of the Place, that 
he had rather have died in the Defence of 
it, than have refigned it voluntarily in 
shat Manner.

of them allowed twelve hundred Crowns 
for the Expence of their Journey: ‘That 
each of the fixteen Deputies from the Army 
fhould be paid a Gratification of two thou- 
fand Florins: That the Settling of the Ar-

Councilot It now only remained for Auguftus to 
Ses eftablifh a Council of Regency, for the 
c¢ Government of the Kingdom till his re- 
turn. The Primate, affiited by a certain 
Number of the Senators and Great Officers 
of the Kingdom and Dutchy, was intruft- 
ed with the Royal Authority, and im- 
powered by the King, to concert with his 
Collegues and the Minifters of the Elector, 
an Accommodation equally defired by each 
Commit. Party. The King appointed for his Com- 
fioners mifhioners, the Bifhop of Cujavia, the Pa- 
appointed Jatine of Marienburgh and two Cafellans, 
and gave a gracious Audience to Werner 
Refident of Brandenburgh, which Minifter 
was returned to Warfaw fome time before. 
A Memorial had indeed been delivered to 
him, by which it appeared Poland had 
Pretenfions upon Brandenburgh, the Dif- 
charge of which the Republick had as juft 
a Right to claim, as the Elector of his 
Demand.

Be- 
fides which there had, not been any pre- 
vious Declaration of War. But it was re- 
ported foon after, as the Effect of that cele- 
brated Captain of the Livoman Nobility, 
Patkul’s Advice, who had the Zeal to fa- 
crifice himfelf in defence of the Privileges 
of his Country.

The next Day ‘the laft of “Fuk, the eeu 
Saxons encouraged by this Succefs, CAME tip tothe 
down from‘their Hills, and went in their Enemy; 
tin in queft ofthe Enemy, who notwith-*74'% 
ftanding the Shock he had received the Day vantage. 
before, -perfifted in his Error of believing the 
Saxon Army lefs ‘numerous than his own; 
but was at laft undeceived when he faw a 
Body of Troops advance, capable of far- 
rounding him. The Inequality of the Com- 
bat did not however abate his Courage. He 
received the firft fire without giving way’ 
but asit had notbeena little rath'to have food 
his Ground longer againft-an Army twice as 
{trong as his own, and fupported with Ar- 
tillery, which gave it an additional Supe- 
tiority, Meling, after having fent off the 
Baggage and 'Cannon into his Camp, ré- 
treated thither with the reft of his Troops, 
leaving five or fix hundred dead upon the 
Field.

He took with him however only 4000 
Horfe and 1000 Foot; the reft of his Troops 
marched into the Town, as did the Inhabi- 
tants of the Country round about, and all 
Houfes were fet on fire, that could be of å- 
ny Ufe to the Befiegers. The Body of Fiz- 
landers which covered the City of Riga be- 
ing thus removed, the King made a Shew 
of intending to attack the Place.

Mufcovite Generals endeavoured in vain. to 
tally their difmayed Soldiers, and „were 
obliged to come themfelves, and lay down 
their Arms at the feet of the Vidor, Night 
prevented the entire Defeat of the left Wing, 
which Charles propofed to attack at break 
of Day next Morning. But at two of the 
Clock, General Veda who commanded, de- 
fired Quarter for himfelf and his Troops; 
which the King granted... The Soldiers.and 
Officers laid down their Arms at the King’s 
Feet, marching uncovered thro’ the Lines 
of the Swedifh Army, The lofs of the Mu/- 
covites amounted to 18009 Men, and of 
the.

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After this fignal Victory Charles made 1700. 
his Entry into Narva, attended by the Duke 
of Croy and the other Mujcovite Generals, 

i whom he had ordered their Swords to 

be returned. He ftay’d only two Hours in 

that Place, to give Thanks for his Succefs. 
After which he returned to the Head of his 
Troops, to prepare them for new Laurels. 

The Czar, who advanced by long Marches 
againit his Enemy, was appriz’d on his way 

of the Defeat of his Army. He had with 

him more than 40000 Men, in confequence 
double the King of Sweden’s Number, but 

was not tempted by that Superiority to take 

his Revenge. He was afraid to encounter czar’s 
àn Enemy, who with not 20000 Men had raro at 
defeated above fourfcore thoufand, and re- n, 
türhed dire&ly; thinking it more politick 

to complain to Saint Nicholas, the Patron 
Saint of Mujeovy, that he had abandoned 

Kis People on this occafion. 

Whilft the King of Sweden drove the Auguftus 
Mufeovites out of Livonia, the King of Po- peat 
land heard at Warfaw the Propofals of the not ma-

had {Catce any other Employment than to 
fnd Excufes for not complying with their 
Defite. His Intention was to keep ‘upon

Com- 
Saxon Troops, and computed the Damages PS- 
they had occafioned at twenty Millions. 
Some of the Deputies went fo far as to fay, 
that Reparation ought to be demanded from 
the King, and that he fhould be defired to 
order. his Troops! not only to quit Poland 
and Lithuania, but alfo Livonia and Cour- 
land; and added that they would not pro- 
ceed to any Bufinefs, if the King did not 
make the Republick Satisfaction. - The 
more moderate faid, the King ought to be 
allowed time: to confider their Demands.

their Affairs. The Idea of an Army of 
Foreigners ready to enter the Kingdom, 
roufed their Attention and forced them’ to 
think of warding the Blow, by putting it 
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into Auguftus's Power to refit an Enemy 
who was fo bold to undertake to dethrone 
Him. But what determined them, -and 
changed their Difcontent into Confidence 
and Tendernefs, was the Step Auguftus took 
in difmiffing the Saxon Army. The -Re- 
moval of the foreign Troops, leaving “from 
thenceforth no room for Complaint, dif 
pelled the Umbrage which had been taken, 
and all People exprefs'd as much Zeal for 
the Defence of his Perfon and Dignity, as 
Difpofition before to abandon him. The 
Primate himfelf, tho’ of Intelligence with 
Charles for dethroning Auguftus, fent circu- 
lar Letters into the Pa/atinates, wherein he 
reprefented, that the bad Succefs of ‘the 
King’s Arms nearly affected the Republick, 
which ought, fays he, to be as much united 
with him as the Head with the other Mem- 
bers of the Human Body. He enlarged'up- 
on the Methods that had ‘been taken ‘to're- 
concile the two Kings at War, and'to‘en- 
gage the King of Sweden to {pare the Fron- 
tiers, and maintain a good Correfpondence 
with the ‘Republick.

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he was at the fame time going to emplo 
his Arms for the Repofe and Safety of the 
Republick, and affured himfelf that all good 
Poles would aé& in concert with him. 

Charles promifed further to appoint Com- 
miffioners to treat with them, and named a 
Place for the holding thofe Conferences ; 
but whether he believed it improper to de- 
lay his March, or did not find the Repub- 
lick fufficiently inclined to enter into his 
Meafures, he ordered them: to be told, the 
Conferences fhould be held at Warfaw, and 
immediately began his March towards that 
Capital. Upon his way he publithed a Ma- 
nifefto, in which he declared he would not 
quit the Kingdom, till thé King of Poland, 
his and the Republick’s Enemy, was- re- 
turned to Saxony, and till his Succeflor was 
elected. . He invited the Poles to join with 
him, and endeavoured. to prove, that his 
and their Intereft was the fame. 

After this publick Declaration. he conti- 
nued his March towards Warfaw, at the 
head of 10000 Men. The King had left it 
four Days before the Approach of the Swe- 
difh Army. He fet out the 16th of May, 
and withdrew to Cracow; whither the 
Pope’s Nuncio, the imperial Minifters, and 
thofe of the Czar followed him. A {mall

That 
Prince returned an immediate Anfwer, ‘and 
defired him to come to Warfaw, to confer 
with him upon the mot convenieit Med 
fures for the re-eftablifhiinent of the pub- 
lick ‘Tranquillity. The Primate, who wotild 
not yet take off the Mask, behaved thuch 
in the fame manner as the Governor of 
Warfaw had'done. He affected great aifi- 
culty in complying with Charles Demand, 
and pretended that Prince muft firk stant 
him certain preliminaty Cireumftances; but 
confented at laft to what he defired. 

He had occafion for fome Pretext to.exe 
cufe. this Behaviour, and’ was notat much 
pain to findit.

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He faw Auguffus was reduced to fuch Ex- 
tremities as. to accept all Propofals, that 
gave him, the leat Profpect of an Accom- 
modation. He went. to wait on him, and 
infinuated that Charles was not averfe toa 
reafonable Agreement. dugu/flus, who, as it 
was tumoured; had already gone fo fat as 
to ask Peace by the * Countels of Conings+ 
mark, whom he had charged with a fecret 
Gommiffion to the Swedi Monarch, was 
far from rejecting fuch a Propofal. He con- 
fented that the Primate fhould goto Wer- 
faw, with the Count Leczinski, Great Trea- 
{orer of the Crown, who had approved. the 
Scheme. for. dethroning him. 

Their Interview was at Prague with. no 
great Ceremony; in a Chamber not fo much 
as hung -with,"Tapeftry, and in the Prefence 
of the. Duke of Hol/tein. Charles's. Brother- 
in-law, Count Piper his firt Minifter, and 
feveral of his General Officers. The King 
advanced three Steps to receive the Primate, 
who made him a Compliment in Latin, 
to which. Count: Piper replied in Prenoh. 
After which the Conference began and lafted 
a quarter of an hour, ‘They had others for 
feveral Days fucceflively, “Fhe dethroning

* Jt was faid that Countefs, as much celebrated for Wit 
as Beauty, had been at the Swedijh Camp, to open a fecret 
Treaty of Peace, but that the King of Sweden would not fo 
„much as fee-her. 
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Auguftus was their principal Subject; and 
the King of Sweden declared that he would 
not quit Poland till he had driven Auguftus 
entirely out of it, and given the Poles ano- 
ther King. The. Primate, who faw this 
Declaration tended to the Completion of his 
Projet, communicated it immediately to 
the Palatinates. He affe&ed an extreme 
concern upon the occafion, but at the fame 
time obferved the Impoffibility of difputing 
the Vi&or’s Pleafure. 

The Affairs of Auguftus however were 
not fo ‘entirely defperate, and Charles had 
ftill a great deal of Bufinefs upon his hands; 
before he could affure himfelf of carrying 
things as he thought fit. It was neceffary 
firft to difperfe the Saxon Army, which was 
come to its Mafter’s Relief, and to reduce 
the Palatinates of Cracow, Siradia, Sendo- 
mir, Wolbinia, and Great Poland, who had 
declared for Auguftus, and were far from 
approving an Enterprize, of which they 
had hitherto not fo much as heard the 
leaft mention: For this Reafon only the 
Succefs of a Battle could give the Superio- 
rity to the King of Sweden, or keep Au- 
guftus upon the Throne, The latter was 
fo fully perfuaded of this, that he fent Ex- 
prefles perpetually to haften the March of 
his Saxon Troops. As faft as they arrived 
he reviewed them in Perfon, recommending 


his Interefts to them at the fame time. He 
alfo 
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alfo publifhed his Univerfalia, in which he 1702: 
ordered. the whole Nobility to, mount on ~ 
horfeback, and to join him upon. pain of 
Confifcation of Fortune. He gave the fame 
Command to.the.Crown-Army, and offered 

10 pay them diredtly half a Year’s Arrears. 

The Nobility of the Palatinate of Cracow 
came in throngs to offer him their Service, 
and promifed to fhed the laft Drop of their 
Blood. to fupport him upon the Throne. 

The Crown-Army, of at, leaft, a Body of 
Troops, under. that, Name, obeyed his Or- 

ders, sand the- Saxon ‘Troops, who had 
marched with the utmoft Diligence, were 
already. arrived. _ They, formed all together 

an Army of 22000, Men. Encouraged by And 
this force, Auguftus began his March euler: 
queft.of the Enemy, whofe Army he knewithe Enemy 
was not half fo ftrong as his own. ~» The 

two Kings met at Cli/ow the 1gth of Fuly. 
General Flemming was advanced with a De- 
tachment of 3000. Men, to obferve the 
Enemy's Motions, and prefently came up 

with their advanced Guard. He fent im- 
mediately. to inform the King of Poland, 

who ordered. him to. halt, and not begin 

the Battle till the whole Army had joined 

him. 

The King of Sweden began the Attack. Who at- 
He made his left Wing advance for the nes 
vantage.of flanking the Right of Augufiuss ` 
Army,, compofed of Poli/h Troops, and 

Aa covered 
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covered in front by a Morafs. Charles, at 
the head of his Guards, fprung forwards 
into the midft of the Polip Squadrons, 
who unable to ftand the Shock, were forced 
to give way, afd fell in among the Saxon 
Troops, whom they put into diforder, At 
the fame time the left Wing, compofed of 
the Saxon Troops, had attacked the Right 
of the Swedes, which received their firft 
Fire without moving from their Ground, 
Charles, who already affured himfelf of 
Victory, flew to the Relief of his Troops, 
His Prefence redoubled their Courage, and 
they drove upon the Saxons with fuch fury 
as made them give way. - Auguftus did 
all that could be expected from a Prince 
who fought for his Crown. He rallied his 
Troops feveral times, and charged at the 
head of them in Perfon, but was ftill re- 
pulfed with lofs. He had 3500 Men killed 
or wounded, and loft forty two Pieces of 
Cannon, with all his Baggage, The Swedes 
had only about 1200 Men killed or wound- 
ed. The Duke of Holfein Gottorp, Bro- 
ther-in-law to the King of Sweden, was a- 
mongft the dead, his Back having been 
broke in the beginning of the Battle by a 
Cannon-fhot. 

The Vitor intent upon making the molt 
of his Succefs; marched dire@ly to Cracow, 
in purfuic of King’ Auguffus, who was re- 
tired thither, and quitted that’ City when

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he was apprized of the Swedes approach. 1702- 
On the 11th of Auguf the Burghers were : 
fummoned to furrender; and in cafe of Re- 

fufal were threatened with the Cannon. The 
Magiftrates did not think proper to wait the 
Execution, but opened their Gates, and re- 
ceived a numerous Garrifon. ‘The Com- 
mandant of the Citadel was a little more 
difficult, and was forced at laft to furrender 
himfelf Prifoner of War. After which the 
Contribution was fettled. The Swedes de- 
manded 60000 Crowns which. the City en- 
gaged to pay them. -An Accident prevented 
Charles's further Purfuit of the Saxons. His 
Horfe fell under him, and bruifed his Thigh 

in fuch a manner as kept him fix Weeks 

in bed. . 

The King of Poland took the Advantage Diet of 
of this Sufpence to aflemble a Diet at Sem SE gale 
domir; whither he went at the head of the 
Troops, who had fought at C/ffow, and who 
had been reinforced with $000 Men, newly 
arrived from Saxony. A great part of the 
Arrierban of Little Poland were encamped 
there. The Afflembly protefted againft the 
Dethronement, and fent Deputies to the 
Palatinates of Great Poland, to defire their 
Concurrence with the Refolutions that fhould 
be taken. After Deliberations. fufficiently Refoluti- 
long, it was refolved that Deputies fhould 0s ken 
be fent to. the King of Sweden, with full ` 
Powers to conclude a Peace, and renew the 
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Treaty of Oiva. That the Crown-Army 
fhould be augmented to the fame number 
of Troops as in the Year 1690; That the 
Nobility fhould be difpenfed with from 
mounting on horfeback, by furnifhing a 
certain number of Men and Arms; and 
that if the Accommodation could not be 
agreed, Augu/tus fhould defire the Affiftance 
of the neighbouring Princes: And to con- 
clude, they all iwore to employ their utmoft 
Power and Fortune, their Blood and Lives, 
in defence of the Roman Catholick Faith, 
the Intereft of King Auguftus, the Mainte- 
nance of their Liberties and Privileges, 
and the Confervation of the Republick in 
all refpeéts. They declared Charles XII. an 
Enemy to the State, and all fuch who per- 
fifted in his Party, or lent him any Afif- 
tance. 

But what was unfortunate for Auguftus, 
was the Kingdom’s not being unanimous in 
thofe fovourable Sentiments for him. Dif- 
order and Confufion increafed daily, par- 
ticularly in Great Poland, where the Nobi- 
lity had been feveral times upon the point 
of coming to. Blows with each other. Some 
demanded, that fuch a Confederacy as that 
of Sendanir fhould be entered into, in  fa- 
vour of the King of Sweden: Others would 
have it for the Liberty of the Republick, 
and {ome refufed to declare for either Party. 
The King of Poland was afraid, that Charles 

oblervs 
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obferving the Diverfity of Sentiments and 1702- 
Refolutions, might take occafion to objet, 7T 
that the Embaffy, which was to be fent 

him from the Republick, was’ not unani- 
moufly appointed, or fufficiently authorifed ; 

and refufe to treat upon that Pretext: He 
therefore determined to appoint a new Af- 
fembly of the Senators, which was fum- 
moned for the 22d of September, and was 

to be held at Warfaw. The Cardinal Pri- 

mate who came there the 15th of the fame 
Month had Audience the next Day of that 
Prince. He ftill affected a firm Adherence 

to the Interefts of Auguftus, who confented 

that he fhould fend an Exprefs to King 
Charles with Propofals of Peace. 

The Primate in his Letter to Charles re- Primate’s 
calls to mind the Hope he had given him fe K. of 
at their Interview, of hearkening to an Ac- Sweden.

Some time before King Auguftus had laid Two En? 
the Sieur Heron Envoy Extraordinary from oa 
France to Poland, and the Sieur Bonac, En- Poland 
voy from the fame Court to the King of Swe- E aa 
den, under Arreft... The firft, for not having” ` 
taken any notice of Orders twice fent him 
to quit the Dominions of Poland. That 
Minifter pretended to continue in the King- 
dom, as being fent to the Republick as. well 
as to the King. - He was arrefted and fent to 
Warfaw the roth of November at Night, 
witha Detachment of Saxon Troops. From 
thence he was conducted to Thorn, and af= 

terwards 
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1703: terwards over the Frontiers of the Kingdom. 
The Grand Marfhal of the Crown had in- 
deed protefted againft fuch Treatment of 
him, and declared that it was without the 
Republick’s participation, which did not 
hinder the King of France from confining all 
the Poles then at Paris.

Whether Auguftus had already begun to King’s 
fufpect the Primate’s Condu@, or was of- Antwer. 


fended at the Liberty of his Expreffions, his 
Refentment appeared in his Anfwer. After 
having put.him in mind that the Laws of 
the Kingdom knew no diftin@ Authority 
in the Perfon of the Archbifhop Primate, 
but in the Interregnum only. “ I perceive 
« by your Countels, faid he, ironically, 
« Your Zeal for our Service, a Zeal fo ex- 
« ceflive, that it has tranfported you into 
« the difcovery of Violence and Precipitati- 
« on in my Conduét.” . He went on to ob- 
ferve, that no Laws obliged him to account 
for his Actions to any Perfons whatfoever, 
but only to the Republick in Diet aflembled, 
of which his Perfon alone compofed the 
firt Eftate; and that upon the Diffolution 
of the Diet, the Authority of the Republick 
vefted in him alone. He did not however 
omit to inform the Primate of his Motives 
for arrefting the two Envoys of France. He 
infinuated, that the Marquis Heron had been 
feized for having held Difcourfes againft 


him 
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1703. him, of which Accounts had been fent to 
“V™ his moft Chriftian Majefty; and the Sieur 


Bonac for want of the neceflary Paffports, 
Befides added he, I beg you, my very good 
Coufin, to ufe neither Complaifance nor Dij- 
Jfimulation upon my Account, who love nei- 
ther the one nor the other of thofe Cha- 
racterifticks. Let us both ag according to 
the inviolable Laws of the Kingdom, which 
admit no Separation between the Head and ` 
the Body of the Republick. All Separations 
are dangerous and always pernicious to their 
Author. Let us unite rather in remedying 
the Misfortunes which the too great Dif- 
cord has drawn upon the Nation, and to 
which a Salutary Union may eafily put an 
End. Sad Experience may make you un- 
derftand, good Coufin, the Ignorance and Ma- 
lice of blind Guides, who under falfe Ap- 
pearances, inftead of condu@ing our Country 
to the Temple of Concord and Tranquillity, 
betray it into Diforder and Ruin. 

About the fame Time the Primate re- 
ceived a Letter from the Diet of Great Po- 
land, exhorting him to employ the Autho- 
rity his Dignity gave him in putting anEnd 
to the Troubles of the Kingdom. The 
artful Primate intent upon making the moft 
of every Thing that favoured his Defigns, 
took occafion from this Letter to aflemble a 
kind of Council of the Senate at War/aw, 


To this purpofe he wrote circular Letters to 
all 
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allthe Senators and Ambaffadors appointed 1703- 
to negotiate the Peace between Poland and banaue 
Sweden. He lamented in thofe Letters the fummons 
Infenfibility of the Poles, who with far 2ST 
prifing Indifference could fee the Ruin of upon his 
their Country, in which there feemed no Ae 
longer either Law, Juftice, Liberty, Va- ` i 
lour; or in a word any Refemblance of 
their ancient Virtue. He complained that 
nothing appeared every where but Weak- . 

nefs and an abject Spirit, and that People 

kept at home as if they were unconcerned 

in the Defolation of their Country, which 

was become a prey to foreign Troops and 

the Contempt of its Neighbours, He added ` 

he had been fometime before at Warfaw to 
confult with the Pope’s Nuncio and the 
foreign Minifters, upon proper Means to 
redrefs fo many Evils, but was informed 

that Succefs was impoffible, if the Poles did 

not contribute to their own Prefervation. 

That therefore in difcharge of his Con- 
fcience, and to exprefs his Zeal for the good 

of the Republick, which he could not fuf-

lity.

The Senatus Concilium wasat firft fummon- 
ed to meet at Thorn the 16th of March, 
but for their better convenience the King 
transferred it to Marienburgh. The circu- 
lar Letters difpatched for that Purpofe im“ 
ported, that it would not be difficult ‘for the 
Senate to penetrate the Truth, thro’ all the 
Artifices that had been ufed to deceive 
them; that without .taking notice of the 
Contrivances of certain Perfons, ill-affected 
to the Head and Members of the Republick, 
the King of Swedens Letter might fuffice 
to convince them, that his only Aim was ` 
to excite the Nobility, to take Refolutions 
contrary to the Good of the Republick.- In 
them, continued he, an ambiguous and equi 
vocal Stile is moft evident, and the affected 
Profeffions of Amity, under the delufive `

The Mini- 
fters of Vienna, England and Holland, had 
a better Opinion of Charles’s Sincerity from 
the Appearances, and when they faw him 
declare an Inclination for Peace, they re- 
doubled their Applications to reconcile the 
Difference. They went to Auguflus and 
got his Confent to fend their Secretaries to 
the King of Sweden, to prevail upon him to 
treat; but ic was impoffible to get any o- 
ther Anfwer from King Charles than what 
he had given before to the Primate, and 
the Republick’s Commiffioners. He only 
added, that he expected thofe Commifflioners 
would fend him their Propofals in writing, 
and that it would then appear it was no 
fault of his if the Peace of Poland were not 
re-eftablifhed.

With this 
View he publifhed a Manifefto, wherein xing of 
he declared highly for the Confederacy, Svi 
He infinuated, that it confifted of the moft fVani- 
prudent Perfons of the State whom he feto. 
took under his Protection, and exhorted to 
perfift in the Refolution they had taken. 

On the other. fide he declared, that he 
fhould* regard all thofe as Enemies, who 
continued to adhere to King Auguftus, 

and refafed to confederate in favour of 

the Liberty of the Republick; and threa- 
tened to` treat them with the utmoft Ri- 
gour, laying all the ill Confequences and 
Misfortunes that might enfue to their 
Charge. 

This Manifeftoencouraged the Confede- which en 
racy. ‘They appointed Deputies to de- Daa 
mand. Peace from the King of Sweden, the Conten 
who received them gracioufly, and order- a 
ed them an Anfwer to their Demands in 
writing. After having given great prailes 
to the Refolution,of the confederated No- 
bility, he reprefented the Neceflity of re- 
eftablifhing a folid and lafting Peace in 
the Kingdom’ of Poland, and a firm and 
infeparable Union between Sweden and the 

Cc 2 Republick ; 
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Republick ; but obferved, that thofe Ad- 
vantages were only to be expected from 
the Dethronement of Auguftus. 

Auguftus was {o enraged at this Pro- 
ceeding of the Confederates, that he de- 
clared he would look upon them for the 
future only as Rebels, and treat them as 
fuch upon all Occafions. All he could do 
was to threaten.  Befides the Nobility of 
Great. Poland, thofe of the Palatinates of 
Culm, Marienburgh, Pomerania, Dobrzin, 
Brzefcia, Cujavia and feveral other Places, 


joined the Confederacy. Every Day he 


faw himfelf abandoned by fome Lord 
whom he thought moft firm in his In- 
tereft; and to add to his Diftrefs, the 
Crown-Army expreffed no great Zeal for 
his Service; his Saxon Troops feemed afraid 
to look an Enemy in the Face, who had 
more than once beat and put them to 
flight; and for himfelf, whether he thought 
it advifeable to remove from the Neigh- 
bourhood of his Adverfary, or fufpected the 
Primate’s Counfels, who defired him not

He reprefented to the Aflembly, that having 
no recourfe for Aid, but to the Czar, he 
intended to fend the Palatine of Culm to 
him, to renew the Alliance’ with that Prince, 
according to the Power given him. by the 
Diet of Lublin. Augufius was the more in- 
clined to take that Step, as General Pat- 
kul, who was enteréd into the Ruffian Ser- 
vice; had long follicited him to that Alli- 
ance, But the Grand Marthal of the Crown, Proteft 
twelve of the Senators, and fome Deputiesin it.

mifed to employ all his Forces to fupport 

him upon the Throne. 

This News raifed great Debates amongft Motives 
the Nuncios. But the Primate’s Authority, apap oe 
his Addrefs.in reading Letters publickly, sae 
which brought Advice, that Auguftus had 
defired to treat with the King of Sweden, 
without the Republick’s participation, the 
hope of reftoring the Peace of Poland, and
